FORTY HURT AT 
BIG YARDS FIRE. 


| Runway Collapses and Two 


Thousand Spectators Are 
Thrown in a Strug- 
 gling Heap. 


BLAZE IN ARMOUR PLANT. 


Property Loss Is Placed at 
$500,000, and Some of the 
Injured Ones Are 
Near Death. 


While fire wap Geatedying halt of the $1.000,- 

000 lard refinery-belonging to Armour & 
.Co. in the Stock-Yards last night, a runway 
crowded with two tiers of spectators broke 
under the strain. 

From the mass of crushed timbers and 
struggling men and boys more than thirty 
injured persons were taken out. A boy, two 
women, and one man were dangerously hurt. 
In addition to these a fireman sustained in- 
juries while making the run to the fire which 
are expected to result in his death. Several 
other firemen were hurt, the list approximat- 
ing forty. 

There was a second’s warning as the roof 
of the runway sank under the weight of the 
crowd. Then the sound of splintering wood 
was mixed with the cries of the injured as 
the roof fell in on the floor of the “ run,” 
which, in turn, collapsed on the heads of 
the people standing on the ground, throwing 
2,000 persons in a confused mass. 


Worst of Recent Yards Fires. 

This happened while the fire was at its 
height. The fire itself was the most alarm- 
ing and disastrous one the Stock-Yards has 
had for many days, and only for the prompt 
work of employés and firemen in draining 
oil from the tanks in the burning plant, and 
but for a fire wall which prevented the blaze 
from spreading, it is believed the principal 
buildings of the yards would have been 
doomed. 

The lard refinery was in the center of the 
yards, at Forty-third street and Center 
avenue. Two thousand men and women 
were employed in it, and 700—a night shift 
—were at work when the fire drove them out. 

J. Ogden Armour placed the value of the 
building, which was constructed last year, 
at $1,000,000 and the damage at $500,000. 


Big Crowd Tempts Disaster. 

While the burning oil was presenting a 
brilliant spectacle, and before the police lines 
had become strong enough to handle the 
crowd, the spectators took possession of the 
“hog run” of the Boyd-Lunham company, 
The “run” stood justto the east and south 
of the building and furnished the best op- 
portunity for viewing the flery spectacle. 

As many men and boys as could crowd 
on the “run” had climbed either to the 
roof or to the run itself. That the police 
made no attempt to prevent this is a mat- 
ter which will be investigated by Chief 
O’Neill. They did not, and the structure 
was subjected to a weight it never was in- 
tended to carry. | 

Two thousand persons were standing on 
the “‘run’’ when the crash came. The roof 
gave way first. Then, with cracking tim- 
bers and shouting people the load came down 
on the floor of the runway—itself crowded. 
The whole mass was precipitated to the 
ground, a fall of thirty feet in all, and on the 
heads of the persons below. 


Policeman Proves a Hero. 

In the midst of the confusion of the in- 
jured crying for help, of men and boys trying 
to crawl from the wreckage, and ‘of the un- 
injured recovering from their stampede, an 
example of peculiar devotion to duty was 
afforded by a policeman. 

When the runway came down it caught 
the patrol wagon of the Stock-Yards Station 
and cut it in two. This helped to save the 
persons under the run, as it held the timbers 
for a second. The timbers broke both legs 
of Israel Morris, the driver. In spite of the 
pain, Morris stuck to his seat and held his 
plunging horses. 

While the injured were being separated 
from the wrecked wood, Morris said nothing 
After the seriously hurt had been attended 
to he confessed his own injuries. 


Rumors of Fifty Dead. 

When the structure went down, rumors of 
an alarming disaster with a death list of 
fifty or more were circulated, it being im- 
possible to tell the extent of the accident at 
first. Physicians were summoned at once 
to the offices of the German-American Pro- 
vision company, where many of the injured 
were carried. 

The runway begins at Forty-fifth street 
and continues along Center avenue to Forty- 
third street, where it turns towards the east. 
It was old and the timbers had been weak- 
ened by long use. 

Chief O'Neill, who was on the ground, was 
inclined to the opinion that the police were 
lax in their duty in allowing such a crowd to 
climb on the runway. They formed the liné 
just west and north of the “ run,’’ leaving the 
crowd full possession of it. 

“I will begin an investigation to discover 
why this was allowed,” said the Chief. 

Some of the injured were not seriously 
hurt and were able to get to their homes un- 
assisted. The most seriously injured were 
taken to the Englewood Union and the Provi- 
dent Hospitals. 


Fireman Falls; Citizen Drives. 

Michael Malloy received his probably fata! 
injuries while driving Engine 49 to the fire. 
Just as he swung his horses-arounid the cor- 
ner at Forty-seventh stréet and Center ave- 
nue one line broke. He bent over the wheels 
to grasp it, lost his balance, and fell in front 
of the engine. The wheels passed over his 
right shoulder, crushing it and four of his 
ribs, inflicting internal injuries also. 

On the seat with Malloy was Joseph Ken- 
nedy, an employé of the City Boiler Inspec- 
tor’s office. As the horses were plunging 
without control Kennedy repeated the per- 
formance which may cost Malloy his life, 
reached the lines, got control of the horses, 
and continued the drive to the fire. 

Malloy was taken to his home at Forty- 
seventh and Paulina streets, but there it was 
found that his condition was serious and he 
was taken to the hospital, where it was said 
that here was little hope for his life. 


Time of Peril for Firemen. 

During the progress of the fire itself there 
were numerous escapes from accidents 
which might have swelled the list of injured 
to large numbers and have added a list of 
dead. 

The firemen were in constant danger, fight- 
ing the fire from the tops of neighboring 
plants and from the roof of the burning 
pbuilding, east of the fire wall. The heat was 
intense, and the walls of the burning section

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WANTED: A MONEY WIZARD 


CITY CASH MUST BE MULTIPLIED 
TO MEET NEEDS. 


Finance Committee Discovers That It 
Must Pay $2,100,000 in Special As- 
sessment Rebates, and to Meet This 
Demand It Has Only $50,000—Alder- 
men Unable to Figure a Way~— 
Bridge Builders Want Big Sum for 
Extra k to Subways for Profit. 


How can assets of $50,000 meet and absorb 
liabilities of $2,100,000? 

The man who can solve this problem will 
receive a large reward from the City Coun- 
cil’s Finance committee. To offset this ac- 
count there is a debt of $1,000,000 outstand- 


ing, which owners of property are supposed 
to have paid into the City Treasury. Under 
the conditions that control, however, prop- 
erty-owners of Chicago who have waited for 
assessment rebates on improvements made 
prior to 1897 must wait until the City Council 
can appropriate $2,100,000 for their pockets, 

Yesterday's meeting of the Finance com- 
mittee unearthed this condition. That body 
orderec that rebates due under the new spe- 
cial assessment law, which became operative 
in 1897, must be paid right now. One million 
five hundred thousand dollars is due in re- 
bates since 18097, and, it is contended, the 
money is now in the City Treasurer's hands 
to meet this claim. Payment of these re- 
bates, according to the order of the Finance 
committee, will begin at once. 

As to the millions of dollars due under the 
old rebate system, there is another story. On 
this point the committee is looking for a 
financial magician. 

“To think,” said Chairman Mavor of the 
committee last night, “ that we have spent 
two years in time and $65,000 in money to find 
out about this thing, and then discover that 
we have only $50,000 to meet $2,100,000 
debts which the city owes!” 


How the Debt Is Divided. 


The inauguration of the new system of ac- 
counting has paved the way for this quasi- 
solution of the rebate problem. Under the 
old warrants, drawn prior to 1897, it is shown 
that $2,570,630 is due to property-owners in 
rebates, in judgments, and to contractors. 
Of the total amount $2,100,000 is due proper- 
ty-owners in rebates, $110,630 to contractors, 
and $360,000 in judgments. 

In the City Treasgurer’s hands there are 
$1,761,000. But of this amount only $261,000 
can apply to the old warrants. Of this latter 
sum $211,000 must be paid out in judgments 
and in warrants. 

“As a matter of fact,” said Chairman 
Mavor, “ we have only $50,000 to meet the 
$2,100,000 that is due property-owners in 
rebates.” 

“It is easy to see where the difference 
went,”’ said Alderman Maypole of the 
Finance committee. “ The city had the en- 
tire amount at one time, but it was diverted 
to other funds. If an inspector was wanted 
and no money was at hand the amount of his 
salary was diverted from the special assess- 
ment fund. The money belonged to proper- 
ty-owners, but it was taken from them and 
given to political appointees,” 

Public Benefits” Unpaid. . 

In this rebate controversy there figures the 
item of $1,867,118 due by the people for 
“public benefits.’ This levy of money for 
the paving of the centers of street crossings 
began with the administration of the elder 
Harrison. Prior to that time the city had 
paid these costs. 

“We've got the item for ‘ public benefits’ 
on the books,’’ said Alderman Eidmann of 
the Finance committee, “but that’s all. 
How we can collect it is beyond me:”’ 
As a result this item probably will go In as 
unpaid credits. That is the only satisfaction 
the City of Chicago will get. : 


Subway Promoters Must Pay. 


The Illinois Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany, with its down-town tunnel and its 
prospect of securing the contract for pneu- 
matic tubes to handle the government mails, 
will be required to begin paying compensa- 
tion to the city at once instead of waiting 
ten years, as the original ordinance required. 

‘We have found,’’ said a member of the 
special Council committee investigating this 
work, ‘‘ that the clause allowing the city to 
purchase the plant of the company admits 
only that the city, within a certain number 
of years, shall purchase the wires in the tun- 
nel and not the tunnelitself. This ordinance 
was cleverly worded. What would the wires 
benefit the city without the tunnel? The or- 
dinance must be amended, and at once, and 
it will be amended or revoked. 

‘Compensation must begin at once, too. 
These amendments will be insisted on and 
enacted.”’ 


FRUIT DEALER AND HIS 
HELPER ARE KIDNAPED. 


Four Men Seize Tony Pappagorge and 
Ned Olenstein, Force Them Into Cab, 
and Drive Away from Store. 


Violent measures were taken last night to 
gain possession of the store at 4100 Cottage 
Grove avenue, occupied by Tony Pappa- 
gorge, a dealer in fruits. Pappagorge and 
his helper were kidnaped, forced into a cab 
at the points of revolvers, and then driven 
away while the stock of fruit was tumbled 
into the street, to allow the occupancy of the 
store by another tenant. No trace of the 
kidnaped men could be found by the Hyde 
Park police, who were called to the scene by 
witnesses. 

Pappagorge rented the building from the 
Nationa! Life Assurance company. He had 
held a lease, which expired on May 1, and 
he claimed that he had a verbal agreement 
that he might have the premises for another 
year. Meantime, it is said, the insurance 
company rented the building to C. H. Rhine, 
a dry goods merchant at 4024 Cottage Grove 
avenue. 

Fearing that his verbal lease would not be 
effective Pappagorge rented a store at 4008 
Cottage Grove avenue, but his friends ad- 
vised him to fight any movement to eject 
him. As a result the matter was taken into 
the Circult Court, where it is pending. 

About 6 o’clock last night four men left a 
cab which stopped in front of the fruft store 
and walked into the place with drawn re- 
volvers. Two of the men seized Pappagorge, 
the other two seized Ned Olenstein, and both 
were thrown into the cab. Orders were then 
given to a man standing on the sidewalk and 
the cab was driven away.

Military Not to Interfere. 

General Wood today also issued specific tn- 
structions to Colonel Haskins, who is to re- 
main here in command of the artillery bat- 
teries at Havana, Cienfuegos, and Santiago, 
cautioning him against attempting to exer- 
cise any authority whatever in the affairs 
of Cuba after the withdrawal“df the Amer- 
ican forces, and to avoid even the appear- 
ance of interference. 

A final interview took place today between 
the Governor General and Archbishop Bar- 
nada, the administrator of the Diocese of 
Havana, at which the last smell detail of 
the controversy over church property was 
settled. General Wood says the church has 
been given fair treatment, and the Arch- 
bishop agrees that the settlement is satis- 
factory. 


Wood Tells of Progress. 

General Wood is satisfied with the situa- 
tion. Speaking today of what had been ac- 
complished in four years, he said: 

‘** At the beginning of the American occu- 
pation Cuba was without provincial or mu- 
nicipal governments; a gqperal condition of 
chaos existed in all departments of the civil 
government; no schools were in operation 
outside of a few of the larger towns; the 
country was full of beggars; the towns were 
unhealthful and insanitary; lawlessness and 
disorder prevailed in the rural districts; and 
swarms of hungry, destitute people were 
everywhere, 

“The municipal and state buildings, as a 
rule, were in an abandoned condition and 
thorough unrepair; public works had re- 
ecelved no attention for years; the revenue 
service was without adequate equipment; 
there were no proper hospitals or charities, 


~ | and the treasuries of the municipalities, 


provinces, and state were empty. 

“Cuba will be delivered to the Cuban gov- 
ernment with well organized municipal gov- 
ernments, elected by the people; nearly 4,000 
public schools, aside from the high schools 
and universities, and a good system of char- 
ities and hospitals, well equipped with bulid- 
ings, material, and personnel. 


Good Order on Every Hand. 

“A new school law is now in operation; 
revenue cutters have been built and launches 

urchased; the custom-houses have been re- 
paired and the service is well organized; an 
efficient rural guard maintains and has main- 
tained excellent order in theisland; beggars 
are almost unknown now, and idle people are 
few, and the municipalities are all collect- 
ing taxes and bearing the burdens of their 
own expenses. 

‘The mortality of the island now compares 
favorably with that of the United States; 
the towns and cities are healthful and well 
ordered; many complex questions have been 
settled, as, for instance, the questions of 
church property and undivided public lands; 
all departments of the government have been 
placed upon a modern basis, and a transfer 
has been made of $500,000 in the Cuban 
treasury.” 

The festivities, which will continue for a 
week, began tonight with a banquet fn honor 
of Governor General Wood and the other 
American officers, given by the veterans of 
the wars for Cuban independence. It was 
held in the Tacon Theater, a huge structure, 
with five tiers of boxes, where Spanish opera 
was given when Havana was at the zenith of 
its glory.

JEWISH SABBATH 18 DEAD 


DR. HIRSCH SAYSIT WASONLY AN 
INSTITUTION OF MAN. 


Millionaires and Peddlers, He Declares, 
Alone Can Observe the Day Set Apart 
by Hebrews in This Age of Universal 
Activity—Spiritual Injunction Is In- 

, terpreted to Mean That Some Part 
of the Week Should Be Taken for 
Rest, 


“The Sabbath of the Jews is dead. Let us 
bury it. God never ordained the Sabbath 
day. It is an institution of man. Only 
millionaires and peddlers can observe the 
Jewish Sabbath in these days of activity. 
Sunday to all intents and purposes already 
has become our day of rest. The inspiration 
of the Sabbath can be restored only by par- 
ticipating in the flood of life about us and 
recognizing as our day of rest the day set 
apart by the nations in which we live.” 

These declarations were made last evening 
by Dr. Emil G. Hirsch in the course of a ser- 
mon at Israel Temple, in which he unged the 
substitution by the Jews of Sunday for the 
Sabbath of the decalogue. 


Must Put Sentiment Aside. 

“Sentiment must be thrown to the four 
winds,”’ he said, “and we must realize that 
it has come to be with us a question of eco- 
nomic and industrial life or economic and 
industrial death. We have no right to put 
aside opportunity to do good for others sim- 
ply because sentiment demands that we re- 
main idle on a day of activity. No lawyer 
has the right to place his client’s freedom in 
jeopardy because his sentiment will not per- 
~‘mit him to go to court on Saturday. Nomer- 


ence by closing his store on the Jewish Sab- 
bath. 

“There has been much loose talk in this 
country lately about the tyranny of the Sab- 
bath laws. I am not here to defend the blue 
laws of New England, but I can say that 
the sound sense behind those narrow and 
bigoted laws has preserved the manhood o1 
the people. The Sabbath sentiment has 
thrown around the American workman the 
rampart of protection. It has given him 
what no other laboring man on earth has— 
the feeling that on one day out of seven 
he is a free man, free from the shackles of 
slavery.” | 

Sabbath an Institution of Man, 

After urging that the Sabbath institution 
has been the cause of preserving the lives of 
the persecuted Jews, whom he called 
“‘ heroes,”’ for more than ‘fifteen centuries 
Dr. Hirsch pleaded for the adoption of Sun- 
day as the Jew’s Sabbath. 

“I do not quarrel with the man or woman 
who believes that God in heaven declared 
that the last day of the week should be set 
aside as a day for rest and worship,” he 
said, ‘‘ but the seventh day was not ordained 
by God as the Sabbath day. Religion and all 
of its institutions are for men to decide and 
not for God. Religion is for man and not 
for God. God does not need ug, Religion is 
for man and not man for religion. 

“The Sabbath was not made in heaven; 
it is an institution of earth. It is the out- 
th. of the yearnings of the soul. The 
Jews being in the majority in Palestine set 
apart Saturday, the seventh day, yet they 
might as well have selected Monday or any 
other day. The decalogues say that God 
made the world in six days and rested the 
seventh. ‘God resting’ is a human figure. 
Can you conceive of God resting? But it is 
meant simply in the decalogues that we 
should take one day of rest—a seventh day. 


Jewish Sabbath Is Dead. 

“For ages the Sabbath of the Jews was 
the universal Sabbath. Then it was changed 
to Sunday to make the day not as a day of 
rest but of resurrection. We cannot ever 
reconcile ourselves to the doctrine of the 
resurrection of Christ, but others who do 
not hold to that belief recognize Sunday as 
the universal day of rest and observe it as 
such. The Sunday has to all intents and 
purposes become our day of rest, it lacks 
only the one element of moral consecration 
and inspiration, s 

**Our Sabbath is a dead institution, Only 
the millionaire and the peddler can observe 
it. The millionaire stays at home and trans- 
acts his business over the telephone, and in 
that way seeks to hoodwink himself, and 
even God, if God could be hoodwinked. It 
would be an excellent. idea for us to-~preach 
in graphophones and let our sermons be sent | 
to the homes of the business-men before 
they start for their places of business on the 
Sabbath day. They will never be heard un- 
less we do something of that sort.”’

Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., May 16.—[Special.] 
—One hundred passengers had a close call 
for their lives today when the Canadian Pa- 
cific steamer Athabasca struck Gravel 
Island Shoals, seven miles from Detour. The 
vessel then ran at full speed to Detour, which 
was. reached just in time to beach the 
steamer, which sank seon after. Sixty pas- 
sengers arrived here tonight on the Chippe- 
wa.

Renewed Fall of Cinders. . 

This morning thick, glowing red clouds, 
interspersed with flashes of light, are issuing 
from the voleano. Showers of cinders, laste 
ing for twenty minutes, accompanied the 
activity.”

Roads Blocked by Trees. 

The road to St. Pierre was almost impas- 
sible, even to one afoot. It was filled with 
the trunks of trees and general wreckage 
hurled from the hillside, and the ashes were 
deep. The entire hillside looks dangerous. 

It appears as though it might entirely col- 
lapse. From a careful inspection of a dead 
horse and rider it was apparent that their 
limbs became rigid the moment they fell. 
The man’s left leg was in the air as though 
it had become stiff while he was in the act 
of falling. There was another corpse under 
the horse, showing only a portion of one 
arm. 

There was little odor perceptible. This is 
due to the fact that all the exposed parts of 
the bodies are hard and dry. They sound 
when hit with a stick as though a stone had 
been struck. 


Many Bodies in Line. 

Under the fallen trunk of a large tree were 
geen many bodies lying ina line. These vic- 
tims had probably been crushed while trying 
to find shelter. The streets now contain only 
charred and burning remains. The streets 
that are not covered with débris are im- 
passable, owing to molasses leaking from 
adjacent distilleries. 

Several Fort de France merchants were 
engaged in breaking open safes in their 
ruined properties. Inside the fireproof safe 
of Caminade & Bros. the composition was 
melted into a black liquid. Considerable 
coin has been found, but bank notes and pa- 
pers were burned up. 

The account given by Mr. Benson of the 
steamer Roraima that two waves of fire 
rushed from the mountain, and that the first 
was the more powerful and swept direct to 
sea, enveloping the Grappler, and that the 
second rolled over the town and shipping, is 
corroborated by the extreme ruin of that 
portion of the city in the vicinity of the bat- 


tery and beyond. 


Force of the Blast. 

What remains there shows evidences of the 
terrific force of the blast. The iron market 
has disappeared as if it had never existed. 
Words cannot portray the desolation here- 
abouts. To fully realize it one must steam 
slowly along the sea front and get a pano- 

Yamic view. 

The monument marking the spot where 
* ‘Columbus landed, near Corbet, marks the 
limit of the serious damage towards Fort de 
France, but tha fire kept to the beach 
for a mile beyond this. 


Officer Acquitted of Looting.

by it. He had no time to turn the relics 
over to the authorities here, but he deposited 
Ahem with the French Consul at Castries 
for transmission to their rightful owners. 
The French Consul confirmed the statement. 


How Governor Moutett Died. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ST. THOMAS, D. W. I., May 15.—Governor 
Moutett of the Island of Martinique lost his 
life while in a small launch with a party of 
scientists. The Governor and the scientists 
were making an inspection of the effects of 
the volcanic eruption on the shore line. , 

When the explosion came which rent the 
summit of Mont Pelee and overwhelmed 8t. 
Pierre Governor Moutett and his friends 
were 400 yards from the shore. When the 
fiery blast had passed the boat and all fts 
occupants had disappeared. 
_ uch is the story of the death of the Gov- 
ernor of Martinique as related by George 
Marie Sainte, Captain of the ship Gabrielle. 
Sainte was an eye witness of the tragedy : 
and one of the few men in the harbor who 
miraculously escaped. 


Mont Pelee Reduced 975 Feet. 

M. Sainte declares that Mont Pelee was re- 
duced in height at least 300 meters (about 
975 feet) by the force of the explosion. 

The ship Gabrielle belongs to the firm of 
which Senator Knight is the head, and the 
vessel was lost in the whirlwind of fire. Cap- 
tain Sainte tells a graphic story of the de- 
struction of the shipping in the harbor and 
of his own escape. His version differs from 
all other accounts received here, for he tells 
of two explosions of Mont Pelee—one at 6:30 
a.m., which blew off the top of Mont Peles, 
and the second one an hour and twenty min- 
utes later, which destroyed St. Pierre. 

M. Sainte’s story also accounts for the 
presence of so many dead bodies on the 
wharves, and also for the appearance of 
Governor Moutett and the party of scientists 
in the open launch. 


Tells of Two Explosions. 

According to M. Sainte the first explosion 
caused a terrible panic throughout the city 
and thousands of persons rushed to the 
wharves in hopes of escaping by boat. They 
were on the wharves when the final catas- 
trophe came and were stricken dead where 
they stood. Hundreds of bodies were washed 
into the sea by the reflux of the receding wa- 
ters. 

It is believed that Governor Moutett and 
the scientists were making an inspection of 
Mont Pelee and the coast line in order to re- 
assure the people. It is known that only the 
day before the scientists had declared that 
the eruption of Mont Pelee, which had then 
been in progress for more than a week, was 
not a menace tothecity. Their lives paid a 
‘forfeit to their confidence in their own scien- 
tific attainments. 


Captain Sainte’s Story. - 

Captain Sainte tells the following story of 
his own escape: 

“On May 8 at 6 o’clock in the morning the 
sun was shining brightly. To the north of 

~the roadstead of St. Pierre Mont Pelee was 
smoking. The wind was coming from the 
east and driving the smoke westwardly. The 
sky in that direction was completely ob- 
scured by it. 

“Soon after half-past 6 o'clock seven col- 
umns of white smoke burst suddenly from 
what was apparently a, new crater and the 
mountain appeared. to be torn from top to 
bottom. The whole top ‘disappeared. 

“ There was a general panic in the city, and 
thousands of persons rushed to the wharves. 
The steamer Diamant, which was lying 
alongside a wharf, pulled out into the road- 
stead. 


Last to See Governor Alive. 

At half past 7 a boat containing Governor 

- Mouttet with members of the scientific corps 

Was seen moving along 400 yards from the 

shore, apparently making an inspection. At 

7:50 thefe was more terrible roaring and 

Mont Pelee disappeared from sight in a huge 
volume of black smoke. 

“Then somthing without shape, with ter- 
rible rapidity, buried all of St. Pierre. The 
ships in the roadstead rocked to the blast. 
Their masts and spars were broken, and 
they were almost simultaneously on fire. 
Three of the vessels, the Korona, North 
America, and Roddam resisted the shock to 
a certain extent, but their woodwork caught 
fire. Only a few aboard the shipping were 
saved. 

““M. Sainte says that his life was saved by 
a miracle. He was thrown into the water 
with four others from the Gabrielle. All 
were scalded more or less by hot water. M. 
Sainte held on to a piece of wreckage and 
Saw a scene of magnificent horror. 


Incessant Rain of Lava. 

There was an incessant rain of lava, mud, 
and stones on the town and country round- 
about. The air whistled and cracked as 
though a heavy fusillade was being fired. 
At 9 o'clock M. Sainte was able to see that 
Mont Pelee had been reduced in height at 
least 300 meters, and that the crater had 
widened.

Meanwhile he had been drifting seaward, 


e 


but the wind shifted and he was carried to- 
wards the shore. He and his companions 
kept afloat on their improvised raft for two 
hours and saw a ship while drifting about. 
They made signals, but they were not seen, 

Meanwhile the volcano continued vomiting 
forth lava and the rivers overflowed, carry- 
ing everything before them. 

After being adrift two hours the party saw 
canoe, and” M. Sainte swam to it. He 
found it full of lava and hot water. He 
emptied the craft and he and his companions 
got in it. | 

Some hours afterward they were discov- 
ered by a ship, which they recognized as the 
French cruiser Suchet. They were picked 
up, after which the Suchet sent men ashore, 
who saved a few men, women, and children. 
They were all badly burned, and some of 
them died before reaching the cruiser. 
Seven men who were saved from the steamer 
Roraima were taken to Fort de France by 
the Suchet with the others rescued. 


Told by Danish Officer. 

One of the officers of the Danish cruiser 
Valkyrien, which returned from Martinique 
Island today, describes the scenes witnessed 
at Le Precheur on the morning after the 
destruction of St. Pierre. He says: 

“ We left St. Thomas the afternoon of May 
9% The next day, when seventy miles from 
Martinique the falling volcanic ashes be- 
came troublesome. We approached the is- 
land and discovered St. Pierre to be burning. 
We made signals to the shore, but no replies 
were received. We then lay off for the night 
and witnessed a remarkable spectacle of fire 
and lightning. Ashes fell and detonations 
were heard. : 

“In the morning we saw the French 
cruiser Suchet, and went nearer the shore. 
The ashes became dense as we approached 
and many dead bodies were floating on the 
sea. They were burnt and swollen and float- 
ing in groups, in some cases of ten each. 
The dead hands were knitted and the limbs- 
were cram Nearly all the bodies were 


those of white persons. 


City Buried in Ashes. 

“ As we approached St. Pierre we saw the 
town was covered with ashes. We then 
joined the cruiser Suchet and the cable repair 
ship Pouyer-Quertier and together went. 
toward Le Precheur. The rain of ashes was 
heavy and shrouded the Suchet. Soon the 
atmosphere cleared up and we ran close to 
Le Precheur and then to Hameau des 
Sabines. 

“The boats from all three ships were put 
overboard and the rescue of people from the 
shore commenced at 11 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. We were all covered with gray ashes, 
our eyes were weeping, and the heat was in- 
tolerable. 

“Some of the negroes came out to us In 
small boats; they were nearly naked, and 
some of them were laughing while othe?s 
were crying. Some of them carried chairs 
with them, while others brought dogs and 
kittens as all their property. Their woolly 
hair was thick with ashes. Several big pans 
on board our ship were filled with cooked 
food and placed on deck; they were soon Sur- . 
rounded by a crowd of chattering natives. 


Some Refuse to Leave. 

“The negroes were all saved by 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon, except a few who refused 
to leave the land. At this hour the Suchet 
signaled ‘ The operation is over; thank you.’ 
The Suchet then steamed away in the direc- 
tion of Fort de France. But our boats had 
not yet all returned to the ship. 

were still waiting for the last one 
when there was a tremendous report from 
the crater of Mont Pelee, quickly followed by 
a second report. These explosions caused 
great excitement on shore and our last boat 
returned to us, bringing the remainder of the 
negroes, including those who had previously 
refused to leave. They had been frigitened 
by the reports, and jumping into the sea 
swam out to the boat. 

** We saved 600 people from the north side, 
where, on account of the wind, there were 
not so many ashes. We take great pride 
in the fact that the Danish flag was the first 
foreign one at the scene of disaster. 


STERLING AT FORT RE FRANCE. 


United States Steamer, Loaded with 
Supplies at San Juan, Arrives at 
Martinique Island. 


Washington, D. C., May 16.—The collier 
Sterling, with a large quantity of supplies 
loaded at San Juan, Porto Rico, arrived at 
Fort de France today. 

Secretary Moody has received the follow- 
ing cablegram from Commander T. C. Mc- 
Lean of the Cincinnati: 

“Six thousand refugees have come into 
Fort de France. Three thousand have come 
into Kingstown. In the northern portions of 
Martinique and St. Vincent many people 
perished ; others suffering for food and water. 
Great difficulty relieving and saving so many 
people scattered over large areas. Number 
of people to be fed and cared for said to be 
reduced by mortality. . Will endeavor to re- 
cover records of American and British con-

Late this afternoon the Navy department 
received an unsigned cablegram, dated S8t. 
Lucia today. and apparently from Lieuten- 
ant McCormick of the Potomac. It read as 
follows: 

“Island St. Vincent devastated north of 
line Georgetown east, Chateau Belair west. 
Sufferers country people. Dead, 1,700: desti- 
tute. 5,000. Immediate relief supplied by 
local government. Destitution will continue 
several months.”’ 


ENGLAND GIVES $70,000 CASH. 


Andrew Carnegie and J. P. Morgan Con- 
tribute Liberally to St. Vin- 
cent Relief Fund. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, May 16.—The Mansion House 
fund for the relief of the St. Vincent suffer- 
ers now amounts to $70,000. The Lord 
Mayor has cabled to the Governor of 8t. 
Vincent the first remittance of $50,000 to 
cover immediate necessities. The donations 
include $5,000 from Andrew Carnegie, $2,625 
from J. P. Morgan & Co.. $2,500 from Lord 
Rothschild, $2,000 from Joseph Chamberlain, 
and $2,000 from King Edward. 

Other subscriptions are not large. Popu- 
Jar interest here in the disaster has largely 
subsided. News from the West Indies has 
been relegated to the inside pages of the 
newspapers, no specials are printed, and 
editorial comment on the events has been 
dropped. 


FRANCE RAISES SUM OF $90,000 


Money for Martinique’s Volcano Suffer- 
ers Now Being Contributed in 
Liberal Amounts.

PARIS, May 16.—The total Martinique re- 
lief fund up to noon today amounted to 450,- 
000 francs ($90,000). Among the donors of 
note today was the Governor of the Bank of 
England, who sent $2,500. The Bank of 
France gave $5,000. 

The Bank of France and other financial 
concerns are opening subscription lists in aid 
of the fund, and in most of the cathedral 
towns masses have been celebrated for the 
repose of the souls of those who perished. 
These ceremonies have been accompanied by 
much pomp, leading to large collections. 

The Figaro, Temps, and other papers have 
now started subscriptions, which are yielding 
handsome returns,

ST VINCENT RUINS 
HIDE MANY DEAD 


Scenes of Desolation in Brit- 
ish Island Visited for. 
First Time. 


WHOLE TOWNS ARE GONE 


One District ‘Slides Into Sea— 
Valley Raised Into — 
a Hill. 


_ [BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
KINGSTOWN, Island of St. Vincent, B. 
W. L, May 15.—Governor Llewelyn today 
cabled to the Colonial office at London the 
following official report of the situation: 
“The total mumber of bodies found and 
buried so far is 1,800. One hundred and 
thirty persons are in the hospitals. All the 
immediate wants of the survivors have now 
been supplied through the ald rendered by 


the neighboring colonies. Two thousand | . 


animals have been lost.. Nine of the best 
sugar estates have been seriously damaged. 
The outlook is most serious. Three thousand 
persons are on the_relief list at an approxi- 
mate cost of $150 per diem. _~ 

“No prominent residents or officials have 
been injured. Alexander Fraser, presumed 
to be a planter, and his wife and nephew 
were killed instantaneously on the Orange 
Hill estate. | 


Carib Country Destroyed. 

“It is expected that the number of lives 
lost will reach 2,000. All the live stock on 
the Windward Islands have been killed. 

“The whole of the Carib (Indian) country, 
over eleven miles in length, from shore to 
mountainside, is covered with volcanic earth, 
and only the burned tops of trees are to be 
seen. 
** In some smal! huts, about twenty-two feet 
square, over thirty bodies have been dug out. 
The whole of the country to windward, from. 
Georgetown to the last northern settlement, 
is reeking with the stench of the rotting 
corpses of unburied victims and dead cattle. 

“The survivors are being collected in the 
southern towns, where the government is 
feeding and clothing them. The crater is 
still rumbling, and a renewed outbreak is 
feared.”’ 


Devastation Is Described. 

A correspondent who returned today from. 
a fifty-mile horseback ride through the safer 
parts of the devastated portion of the island 
rode within five miles of the Soufriere crater. 
He says the ash-covered area of St. Vincent 
exceeds that of Martinique, which the corre- 
spondent has also explored. He says: 

“The greatest destruction is in the north- 
eastern part of.the island. The Carib coun- 
try has been obliterated. The rain of ashes 
and stones lasted two hours on May 7, and 
was followed by a roar and rumble that were 
heard in Barbados and St. Thomas. 

** Six distinct streams of lava flowed from 
the mountain, burning the Villages of Walli- 
bou and Richmond. A ravine a hundred feet 
deep, the source of the Rabacca or Dry River, 
was filled level with lava. The river will, 
perhaps, be dry forever. 


Two Villages Wiped Out. 
“Wallibou is partly under the sea. The 
houses in Richmond seem higher, Wallibou 
was sunk and Richmond elevated, a phenom- 
enon that is inexplicable. 


' “The villages of Rabacca and Lot Four- 


teen were wiped out. Orange Hill, Tourama, 
Mount Bentick, Lang, and Bypark were 


partly destroyed. 


“ Seventeen hundred persons were burned 
to death by hot sand or were killed by 
ightning. There was no suffocation here as 
in St. Pierre. Burial parties were formed 
and the victims were interred where they 
were found in the roads, fields, and hills, 
across which they had attempted to flee in 


terror. 
Men Refuse to Bury Dead. 

* It is beginning to be impossible to secure 
men to bury the dead. These men earned a 
shilling daily, but they are now refusing to 
work for less than three shillings, and even 
this amount does not seem to satisfy them. 

“The water in the ruined part of the 
island is undrinkable, and supplies are 
being brought from Kingstown to George- 
town. It is impossible to obtain water car- 
riers. The laborers refuse to work, and are 
asking when rations are to be distributed.”’ 

The entire northern part of the island is 
covered with ashes to an average depth of 
eighteen inches.” varying from a thin layer 
at Kingstown to two feet or more at George- 
town. The crops are ruined, and nothing 
green can be seen. : 

The streets of Georgetown are cumbered 
with heaps of ashes resembling snowdrifts. 
Ashes rest so heavily on the roofs that in 
several cases they have caused them to fall 
in, 

Gangs of men are searching for the dead 
or rapidly burying them in trenches, and all 
that can be done under the circumstances is 
being accomplished. 


Burned Area Is Greater. 

While the outbreak of the volcano on the 
Island of Martinique killed more people out- 
right, more territory has been ruined in St. 
Vincent, hence there is greater destitution 
here. 

The injured persons were horribly burned 
by the hot grit which was driven along 
with tremendous velocity. Twenty-six per- 
sons who sought refuge in a room 10x12 feet 
were all killed. One person was brained 
with a huge stone nine miles from the crater. 

Three hundred sufferers are in the hospital 
at Kingstown and 100 at Georgetown. In 
the latter place the hospital is a small one 
and thirty-six of the patients are lying on 
the floor. Only two lamps are employed to 
light the place where those without beds lie. 
At one hospital a carpenter shop adjoins the 
building and here coffins are being made. 
The patients near the front windows can see 
and hear the making of the boxes which will 
hold them when they die. 

This and similar work has been in progress 
since immediately after the disaster. Two 
days elapsed,” however, before there were 
any burials, as the negroes refused to dig 
the necessary trenches, though they were 
offered three times the usual wages by the 
local authorities. The nurses employed are 
incompetent, but they are willing to learn 
and are working hard. The negroes are in- 
different toall that is transpiring and to what 
has taken place. They expect to receive 
government rations, but there have been in- 
stances where they have refused to bury 
their own relatives. 


Sea Encroaches the Land. 

It is estimated that the sea has encroached 
from ten feet to two miles along the coast 
near Georgetown, and that a section on the 
north of the island has dropped into the sea. 
This is apparently verified by the report of 
the French cable ship Pouyer-Quertier, that 
soundings now show seven fathoms where 
before the outbreak there were thirty-six 
fathoms of water. 


Destitution Is Enormous. 

destitution is enormous. Five thou- 
persons are without homes or cloth- 
They are thronging into Kingstown 
Georgetown. Relief stations have been 
blished, and the other islands are send- 
ing supplies. The warship Indefatigable has 


brought 25 tons of foodstuffs contributed by

Trinidad. The schools and government 
buildings are being used to house the refu- 
gees. Food is now plenty, but all the ac- 
commodations are: inadequate. 

The buildings in Georgetown suffered se- 
verely, though the place is nine miles from 
Soufriere. The windows in houses facing 
the volcano were not touched, while those 
facing the other way were smashed by the 
rain of stones, the wind blowing them to- 
wards the houses, 

Barthquakes have occurred at Sandy Bay. 
They did no harm, but on Tuesday, Govern- 
or Liewelyn, to prevent a calamity, ordered 
the inhabitants, about 400 in number, to 
leave the place. They have sought refuge 
in Kingstown and Georgetown. The Brit- 
ish deserve praise for actively relieving the 


distress in St. Vincent, while the French | 


in Martinique are indifferent and waiting 
for foreigners to succor the sufferers. 


American Aid Not Needed. 

Lieutenant McCormick, commanding the 
‘American navy tug Potomac, visited the Gov- 
ernor and expressed the sympathy of the 
United States. He offered to furnish sup- 
plies. ._The Governor thanked him for his 
offer, but said that foreign assistance was 
not needed now. He added that a hospital 
corps from Barbados was ministering to the 
sick and injured. 

The financial condition of St. Vincent was 
bad before the disaster and will become 
graver. The lands and their products are 
destroyed, and the people are without re- 
sources. The government must feed them 
until the lands are restored and replanted. 
This will cause pauperism. 

The steamer Esk is due today with medical 
supplies. 

Le Soufriere Subsides. 

Since midnight Tuesday the subterranean 
detonations here have ceased. and the Sou- 
friere on Wednesday relapsed, apparenjly 
into perfect repose, no smoke rising from the 
crater and the fissures emitting no vapor. 
The stunted vegetation ‘that formerly 
adorned the slopes of the mountain has dis- 
appeared, having given place to gray-col- 
ored lava, which greets the eye on every 
side. The atmosphere is dry, but somewhat 
agitated. Rain would be welcome, as there 
is a great deal of dust in the air, which is 
disagreeable and irritating to throats and 
eyes, and is causing the merchants to put 
all their dry goods under cover. 

The inhabitants—meaning the white popu- 
lation, as a rule—naturally are anxious to 
know whether the repose of the volcano is 
permanent, or whether it is the lull which 
usually precedes greater paroxysmal activ- 
ity. Some people, anticipating that there is 
danger of further volcanic eruptions, are 
leaving the outlying towns for this city. 

The negroes who have remained on the 
estates are half starved, and the Carib sur- 
vivors are leaving their caves and pillaging 
abandoned dwelling-houses and shops. A 
number of arrests have been made in this 
connection. 


Hospital Facilities Inadequate. 


As the Colonial Hospital here was found in- 
adequate to accommodate the sufferers, large 
army tents have been erected for the use of 
the patients who are being constantly 
brought here from other towns on the island, 
but even these annex hospitals are over- 
crowded. The local doctors have been fein- 
forced by a doctor who arrived here from the 
Island of Grenada, one of the British Wind- 
ward Islands. He brought with him a num- 
ber of packages of medical supplies, which 
were extremely useful. 

The arrival here of the first detachment of 
the ambulance corps, which brought suffer- 
ers from Georgetown, caused quite a sensa- 
tion. This batch consisted of 100 persons, 
whose charred bodies exhaled fetid odors and 
whose sadly burned faces made even the hos- 
pital attendants shudder. It is doubtful 
whether one of the whole party will recover. 

The death rate among the people in the 


hospitals is still high, in spite of the best med- 


ical efforts made in their behalf. All the 
neighboring British colonies are evincing 
sympathy with the sufferers here. Subscrip- 
tion lists have been started and food and 
clothing are being forwarded to St. Vincent 
from all the British islands. While the en- 
tire community is thankful for this help and 
sympathy from British sources, on all sides 
are heard grateful appreciation of the prompt 
aid furnished by the United States in sending 
the Potomac here with provisions and other 
things for the destitute people of St. Vincent. 

The report that the volcanic lake which 
occupied the top of the mountain has @is- 
appeared appears to be confirmed. A sea of 
lava emitting suphurous fumes now ap- 
parently occupies its place, and several hew 
craters have been formed. The last time the 


| voleano showed extreme activity, Tuesday 


last, the craters, old and new, and numerous 
fissures in the mountain sides discharged 
hot vapor, deep subterranean murmurings 
were heard, the ground trembled at times, 
from the center of the volcano huge volumes 
of steam rose like gigantic pine trees to- 
wards the sky, and a dense smoke, mingling 
with the steam, issued from a new and active 
crater, forming an immense pall over the 
northern hills, lowering into the valleys, and 
then rising and spreading until it enveloped 
the whole isi:and In a peculiar gray mist. 

Simultaneous action upon the -part of the 
volcanoes of Martinique and Dominica and 
elwsehere seems to denote a volcanic con- 
nection between these islands and appears 
to verify the assumption of the volcanic 
origin of the mountain chains running paral- 
lel with the Soufriere in the Windward dis- 
tricts. 

As this dispatch is sent it is excessively 
hot here, and the northern hills retain their 
foggy appearance. 


Sulphuric Vapors Cause Sickness. 


The sulphuric vapors which still exhale all 
over the island are increasing the sickness 
and mortality among the surviving inhabi- 
tants and are causing suffering among the 
new arrivals. The hospital staffs are giving 
way to overwork and are with difficulty 
bearing up. 

The stench in the afflicted districts is ter- 
rible beyond description. Nearly all the huts 
left standing are filled with dead bodies. In 
some cases disinfectants and the usual 
means of disposing of the dead are tiseless 
and cremation has been resorted to. When it 
is possible, the bodies are dragged with ropes 
to the trenches and are there hastily covered 
up, quicklime being used when available. 
Many of the dead bodies were so covered 
with dust that they were not discovered 
until walkd upon by visitors or by the re- 
lieving officers or their assistants. 

Much importance is attached locally to the 
loss which the cdélony_has sustained in the 
injury to the peasant proprietary, a scheme 
for the development of which was lately in- 
augurated by the imperial government, with 
the view of assisting the inhabitants and in 
order to encourage the people to attain pros- 
perity. 


Magnificent as a Spectacle. 

The Rev. Mr. Darrell describes his visit to 
the vicinity of La Souffiere as follows: 

“We rowed to within eight miles of the 
crater, from which a majestic body of vapor 
ascended. The scene was sublime beyond 
imagination. Steam, smoke, and lava form- 
ed an awful pillar which appeared to us to 
be at least eight miles high. We rowed gn, 
but an immense cloud of dark and dense 
volcanic material descended in our pathway, 
impeding our progress and warning us to 
stop 


“The mighty bank of sulphurous vapor 
assumed the shape of a gigantic promontory; 
it then became a mass of revolving cloud 
whiris, turning with incredible velocity, as- 
suming beautiful flower shapes, some dark, 
some effulgent, while others were pearly 
white, and all were brilliantly illuminated 
by electric flashes. 

“ Darkness then fell upon the water and 
a black rain of dust descended upon us. The 
thundering noises from the mountain and 
the earthquake shocks all produced a scene 
‘if incredible majesty and horror.”

EFFECTS FELT IN BOHEMIA. 


‘Hot Springs at Teplitz Spouting Red- 
dish Water Strongly Impreg- 
nated with Iron. 


VIENNA, May 16.—The Hot Springs at 
Teplitz, Bohemia, delivered water of reddish 
brown color yesterday. The water was per- 
meated with iron and ochre. Geologists at- 
tribute this phenomienon to the shaking of 
the subterranean sources of the springs and 
believe it it connected with the volcanic 
eruptions in the West Indies, inasmuch as a 
similar phenomenon was recorded at Teplitz 
on Nov. 1, 1755, shortly after the Lisbon 
earthquake. 


PEOPLE OF TRINIDAD AFRAID.

PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, May 16.—An 
investigation of the report, which originated 
in Marseilles, France, that a volcanic out- 
break was imminent here and that people om 
that account were leaving the island, shows 
that no volcanic bance had occurred 
here up to last night.

Hard Coal Miners Expect to 
Cut Off Fuel Supply 
the Nation. -

ALL 10 FEEL EFFECTS. 


Convention of Bituminous Work- 
ers Will Be Called Unless . 
Operators Yield. 


Hazleton, Pa., May 16.—[Special.}—A tieup 
of every indystry in the country ts planned 
to bring victory to the anthracite coal miners 
in their present strike. If carried out as now 
predicted business of all kinds will be para- 
lyzed and every person will be inconven- 
fenced. 

It is the desire of the strikers that a special 
national convention of the United Mine 
Workers of America be called as soon as 
practicable for the purpose of endeavoring 
to have all the bituminous mine workers, both 
organized and unorganized, involved in the 
anthracite miners’ struggle. 

This announcement was officially made by 
President John Mitchell in a statement giv- 
ing the result of the deliberations of the dele- 
gates in convention. The statement is as 
follows: 

“ at this morning’s session the convention 
petitioned the national officers to issue a call 
for a national convention of all miners em- 
ployed in the United States for the purpose 
of considering the situation in the anthracite 
field.”’ 


Every Miner May Quit Work. 

“If the desire of the anthracite miners is 
carried into effect a national suspension of 
coal mining will be inaugurated. 

“ All questions of detail as to the direction 
of the strike in the anthracite field were re- 
ferred to the district and national officers. 
Definite plans will be outlined within the 
next few days. For the present the engi- 
neers, firemen, and pump-runners will con- 
tinue at work. All mine workers were ad- 
vised to remain at their homes, abstain from 
frequenting saloons, and under all circum- 
stances observe the law.” 

If a special national convention is called 
and the miners succeed in their object it 
would directly affect 449,000 men, who are 
employed in and about the coal mines of the 
country. Coal would soon become scarce 
and this ultimately. would result in the tying 
up of railroads and all sorts of industries 
that use large quantities of the fuel. 

It is doubted by some interested perBons/ 


that such a stupendous movement could be 
brought about, for the reason that the busi- 
ness interests of the country would not 
stand idly by and permit such a plan to be 
put into effect. 


Soft Coal Men Are Ready. 


National Secretary-Treasurer W. B. Wil- 
son of Indianapolis said today that within 
the next two or three weeks, regardless of 
the special convention, 30,000 men in Vir- 


20,000 in the soft coal region of central Penn- 
sylvania will be on strike. They will be 
called out, he said, for the purpose of forcing 
the mine owners to give them higher wages, 
and, incidentally, to help the anthracjte 
workers. These men, he went on to say, are 
partly organized, local unions having been 
established in all localities in those regions, 
and he felt confident that the non-union men 
will respond to the strike call as readily as 
did the anthracite miners in the fall of 1900. 

The matter of calling out the engineers, 
firemen, and pump runners from the anthra- 
cite mines to allow the workings to become 
flooded and damaged was left by the con- 
vention to the discretion of the national and 
district officers. What they will do cannot 
be learned definitely, but it seems probabie 
that they will be perm 'tted to remain at 
work for .he present at least. 

Notwithstanding that 145,000 men have 
been idle for the last five days, no disturb- 
ances of any kind have been reported here. 
The region is extremely quiet. All the dele- 
gates left for their homes today. 


Illinois Men Seek Peace. 


A delegation of bituminous mine operators 
and mine workers’ officials from Illinois ar- 
rived here tonight to hold a conference with 
President Mitchell regarding a local differ- 
ence between the mine owners and their em- 
ployés at Springfield. The operators were 
headed by Herman -Justi, commissioner of 
the Illinois Coal Operators’ association. His 
colleagues were W. W. Keefer of Danville, 
Ill.; Edward Brown of Springfield, and J. A. 
Agee of Chicago. The mine worker officials 
were W. R. Russell of Danville, President of 
the Illinois State organization of miners; 
John T. Parsons of Springfield, James Brady 
of Greenview, Benjamin Wineland of Athens, 
and V. Di Sandro of Breverton. 

Mr. Justi said the difficulty at Springfield 
which brought them here tonight can be ad- 
justed readily. 


Operators Want Finish Fight. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., May 16.—[{Special.}—The 
anthracite coal mine operators today issued 
a semi-official statement of their position. 
They reported that the news of a strike being 
ordered was received without enthusiasm by 
the mine workers. The statement goes on 
to declare that the operators feel it is time 
to settle for all time whether they shall run 
the mines or the union; that it is customary 
now for the men to work when they like, and 
they frequently stay away without notice, 
annoying the companies and causing a loss 
of money and time; that they even refuse to 
obey their own union laws, and strike with? 
out the sanction of the Executive board, and 
are in other ways impossible to control or 
direct. 

The union leaders, too, they state, are im- 
pertinent with operators and mine officials 
and take liberties which the mine inspectors 
never dare to take, and that their insolent 
manner is one of the causes why the 
operators will not grant any concessions. 
The statement says: 

‘* The operators are now in a good position 
to hold to the stand they have taken and to 


‘fight the matter out. If they had to deal with 


a responsible body in dealing with the union 
there would be less difficulty.”’ 


New York Price Up $1. 

New York, May 16.—The retail coal dealers 
of this city advanced the price of anthracite 
coal $1 a ton today: as a result of the order 
for a continuation of the miners’ strike. 


Advanced at Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 16.—As a result of 
the strike in the anthracite coal region coal 
dealers here today advanced the prices of 
domestic sizes 50 cents .a ton. It was an- 
nounced that unless there is some eviderice 
within a few days of an early settlement 
another advance of 530 cents will be made. 


CIVIC FEDERATION AT WORK. 


Plans to Bring About a Settlement of 
the Anthracite Coal Strike 


Washington, D. C., May 16.—The National 
Civic federation has under serious considera- 
tion the means whereby ft may be helpful | 
in bringing about a termination of the an- 
thracite coal strike. 

Ralph M. Easley, secretary of the fédera- 
tion, came over from New York this after- 
noon and had a conference with Senator 
Hanna and Samuel Gompers at the Senator’s 
house this evening. The strike situation was 
discussed in all its phases in an endeevor to 
find a way by which an adjustment of this 
serious labor dispute may be reached.

Estimates of the Loss. 


The Armour refinery was valued at $1,000,- 
000, according to Secretary C. F. Langdon 
and Superintendent M. 8. Conway. Superin- 
tendent Conway said that the building had 
been in use for three months, and had been 
in course of erection for eighteen months 
previous. “It was the finest plant of its 
kind in the world, and no expense had been 
spared to perfect it. I cannot estimate the 
loss on the contents,” “he added. . 

“The loss on the building was $500,000,’ 
said Secretary Langdon. ‘I cannot place an 
estimate on the contents, but the amount will 
be somewhere between $250,000 and $400 ,000. 
It is prattically a million-dollar fire and 
fully covered by insurance.” 

J. Ogden Armour was at the fire with a 
number of his superintendents. ‘‘I cannot 
tell much about the fire,” he said. ‘‘ I have 
had no chance to investigate it. The build- 
ing will be replaced at once, The loss on it is 


$500,000.”’ 
Spectators in Evening Dress. 


There were hundreds of people, many 
wearing evening clothes, about the fire. The 
glare of the blaze could be seen as far as the 
lake and as far south as Bryn Mawr. Per- 
sons who had hunted spots to pass a pleasant 
evening were attracted by the blaze and 
many of them went to the fire for diversion. 
The cross-town electric lines were crowded 
by passengers and many well dressed women 
braved the darkness and mud to watch the 
brilliant blaze. 

Stock trains near the burning building were 
moved away by engines. The tracks were 
covered with cars filled with valuable 
packing-house products, and engines 
were switching the cars about in the 
darkness, the sounds of the engines adding 
to the general confusion. 

The breaking of a pipe from a tank filled 
with ammonia drove the firemen from the 
building at one time. The ammonia. was 
used in the cooling-room and the pipe passed 
through the west section of the building 
which was the first part of the structure to 
be destroyed. The pipe was broken by the 
fall of the west wall and the fumes of _am- 
monia poured out through the building, even 
making it hard for the firemen at workin the 
open air. The ammonia was turned off at 


the tank later. 


Firemen Have Narrow Escapes. 
Musham and a number of firemen 
in fire while in the building 
at the beginning of their work. The fire wall 
enabled them to enter the east side of the 
plant before the flames had spread to that 
section, and Chiefi Musham was conducting 
the men along an elevated railway used for 
the carrying of hogs. Suddenly there was an 
explosion and the men were lost from view, 
and orders were sent to help them, but pres- 
ently they emerged at the other end of the 
building, to which they had escaped on a 
scaffolding. They lost a lead of hose and 
ere singed by the flames. 
"Os the third floor of the building three 
firemen were injured by the fall of a timber 
from the roof. Chief Donahueand Jack Sav- 
age and Charles Traxel were in the building 
protected by a fire wall when a beam fell 
and knocked them down. They had been 
overcome by smoke before they were dragged 
to the air by companions. 
It was midnight before the fire was prac- 


tically out. 


SEWER HAS TWO EXPLOSIONS. 


Compressed Air Breaks Through Big 
Tunnel in Thirty-ninth Street 
with Loud Reports. ; 


sed air forced its way through the 
the Thirty-ninth street inter- 
cepting sewer yesterday and Thursday morn- 
ing with explosions which startled the peo- 
ple residing near Thirty-ninth and Dearborn 
streets, and gave rise to a report that 100 
men had been killed in the tunnel.

HOW DEATH BEAT DOWIE. 


OVERSEER EXPLAINS INABILITY 
TO SAVE HIS DAUGHTER. 


He Said Girl’s Disobedience of Fa- 
ther’s Command Made Prayer Inef- 
fectual and Exhorts People Always 
to Follow Orders—Great Orowd at 
the Funeral, Several Special Trains 


Esther Allen Dowle was burted yesterday 
in the little cemetery at Zion City. Her 
white-haired father, John Alexander Dowie, 
bowed and weeping stoodovertheopen grave 
and in his sermon told the 10,000 people 
gathered before him that his daughter died 
because she was disobedient. He added that 
she told him she knew healing was impossi- 
ble under those circumstances. : 

Then when the crowd was in tears and un- 
der the spell of grief he made the people 
promise that they would take as their guide 
in life at Zion City the message his daughter 
sent from her deathbed to her brother A. 
Gladstone Dowie which read: 


appointed to rule over you.” 

With hushed voices the promise came and 
then Dowie—apparently stronger in his pow- 
er than before the failure to heal—blessed 
and thanked them. 

Throughout the entire services, which took 
place in the afternoon, there ran the idea 
that if Miss Dowie had not broken a com- 
mand three years old and used an alcohol 
lamp she would not have died. It was told 
by Dowie to his elders, by them to the 
seventies and by the seventies to all the 
church. 


Great Crowd in Attendance. 


The funeral brought out all the followers 
of “ Elijah ’’ who could attend. All morning 
long Zion Home and College were the scene 
of busy preparation. At Zion City all was 
ready for the services long before noon. At 


trains, each with nine coaches, were drawn 
into the Northwestern Depot. A few mo- 
ments later a white hearse, with white 
horses, followed by three carriages, two con- 
taining flowers, and one six girls all dressed 
in white satin, drew up to one of the trains 
and there waited until the coffin was placed 
on a mound of flowers in the forward car. 

Later Dowie, his wife, and his son Glad- 
stone, who arrived in Chicago early in the 
day, arrived and went into a chair car, all the 
curtains of which were drawn. In the same 
car were those chosen to be near the General 
Overseer in his hour of trial. The two trains 
arrived in Zion City about 8 o'clock, and 
then a long procession was formed to escort 
the body to the grave. 

First came the bodyguard of Zion police, 
then the deacons and elders, then the cholr, 
followed by the hearse, after which came 
Dowie, his family, and those close to him. 
Behind these came between 10,000 and 15,000 
of his followers. They marched through the 
city, taking Shiloh boulevard and Temple 
court, thus reaching Lake Mount, the city’s 
cemetery. When they passed Temple Cot- 
tage, Dowile’s home, they found the flag half 
mast. When they reached the cemetery they 
found it surrounded by members of the 
church who had refused to march. 


At the Cemetery. 


The grave was dug in the northeast cor- 
ner, close to the fence... It was in the shade of 
a smal! poplar tree, under which Dowie and 
his close friends gathered. Outside the fence, 
crowded together, with tears in their eyes 
and their voices muffled with emotion, were 
his people. Slowly Dowie began to speak. 
Overseer Piper held a parasol over him, while 
Gladstone Dowie supported a fancy creation 
of black lace over his mother. Dowle’s voice

MAD DOG DETAINS PUPILS 
IN EUGENE FIELD SCHOOL. 


Police in Wagons Pursue the Animal 
Several Blocks Before It Is Killed— 
Another Is Shot at Evanston. 


A mad dog laid siege to the Eugene Field 
School, in Rogers Park, yesterday, and Has- 
kel J. Smith, the principal, was compelled to 
keep the children in the building a half hour 
after time for dismissal until the animal was 
driven away. While the police were chasing 
the dog in an attempt to kill it, the Evanston 
police were pursuing another mad dog which 
had frightened citizens In the west part of 
the town. 

A large mastiff attempted to bite a man 
who was passing the Eugene Field School. 
It was just at the hour for dismissing the 
children at noon, and the man quickly noti- 
fied the principal. A squad of policemen in 
a delivery wagon, led by Sergeant Daugh- 


erty, attacked the animal, which ran to Clark | 


street, and then north through the business 
district. Other policemen in buggies and 
citizens on foot joined in the chase. 

The pursuing party almost caught the dog 
at Estes street, but no one attempted a shot 
for fear of injuring some of the people who 
were fleeing from the path of the animal. 
The dog was surrounded and killed near 


through East Ravenswood Park, Ashland 
avenue, and Clark street. 

Many people living on Ridge avenue in 
Evanston asked the police to kill a mongrel 
that had given them a scare. A squad of 
policemen in the patrol wagon and two more 
men in the chief’s buggy went on a hunt for 
the animal and after a chase of half an hour 
the dog was caught and killed. 

Orders were given to the Evanston police 
to keep a sharp lookout for suspicious dogs. 
At least a dozen were bitten by the dog which 
attacked a little girl on Wednesday, and as 
many more were bitten yesterday.

SMALLPOX CASH AT LARGR 


PATIENT DODGES WATCHERSAND 
RUNS THROUGH STREET. 


Albert Cayne Escapes from His Rési- 
dence and Police Spend the Night 
‘Searching for Him in Vain—Health 
Officials Fear He Will Spread Dis- 
ease—Victim Announces He Will 
Not Be Taken to Isolation Hospital 
in Ambulance. 


Dashing from a house where a watch had 
been kept on him, Albert Cayne, a victim 
of smallpox, raced through the streets last 
night and is still at large. The police spent 
the night hunting for him without success, 
and it is believed he is in hiding. It is 
feared he will spread the disease. 

Cayne called at the office of Dr. Joseph A. 


Kelly, 480 Thirty-fifth street dur- 
ing the day, and was told by 
the physician he suffering 


from smallpox. He was advised to return 
to his residence at 3615 Armour avenue and 
await the arrival of the Health department 
physician. Dr. Kelly sent word to Cayne’s 
home to keep the man there until his case 
was diagnosed. 


Cayne was placed in a front room and 


' several inmates of the dwelling watched 


him, He soon appeared at the door of the 
room and announced, it is said, that he 
would not wait for the physician. He said 
he was going to the Isolation Hogpital, but 
that he would not go there in a smallpox 
ambulance. 

Runs Through the Street. | 

Before the members of the family realized 
what had happened Cayne had rushed past 
them into the street. He ran at full speed 
and was soon out of sight. Dr. Kelly was 
notéfied, and he-in turn told the officials of 
the Health department of the escape. 

Every available physician was engaged in 
vaccinating or examining suspects, and the 
department ambulance was on its way to 
the hospital. Upon its return the ambulance 
was again sent over the route and the at- 
tendants were instructed to watch closely 
for Cayne. The police were then notified, 
and the man’s description was sent to all 
parts of the city. 

Cayne Is 25 yearsold. He has been sick for 


} several days, and Dr. Kelly reported the case 


as smallpox. Persons in the Armour avenue 
house where Cayne lived were vaccinated 
last night.

Two other cases were reported during the

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ASSEMBLY SOON 
TO TALK CREED. 


Report of Revision Committee 
Is Laid Before Presby- 
terian Council. 


ADOPTION IS PROBABLE. 


Conservatives as Well as Liber- 
als Are Expected to Sup- 
port the Changes. 


New York, May 16.—[Special.]—The report 
‘of the Creed Revision committee, read be- 
fore the Presbyterian General Assembly to- 
@ay, is_believed satisfactory to a great ma- 
jority ofthe members. Of the twenty-one 
members of the cOMmittee only one objected 
to any: features of the report, and it is of 
such a character that both liberals and con- 
‘pervatives are expected to agree on the de- 
cisions. 

The report was made a special order for 
next Thursday, and discussion will continue 
until final action. 


Statement of Reformed Belief. 

The report of the special committee covers 
two divisions, the work assigned to the com- 
mittee having been so outlined by the as- 
sembiy. In the first place, the committee 
says it was to prepare “a brief statement 
of the reformed faith’’ to be submitted to 
this agseembly “for such disposition as may 
be judged to be wise.”’ ~ 

The other part of the work was the prep- 
- aration and submission to this assembly of 

certain revisions of the confessions of 

faith, in certain specified parts of it, and 
concerning certain specified subjects, by the 
method of textual modification or by de- 
claratory statement, or of additional state- 
ments, undoubtedly with a view to their 

subsequent adoption by the presbyteries and 
by the General Assembly. 


Infants Among the Elect. 


~“ Additional staiements are recommended 
concerning the love of God for all men, mis- 
sions, ahd Holy Spirit in the form of new 
chapters to be added to the confession. 
Also certain textual modifications. The 
committee proposes the following: 

“Overture No. 83—Shall the following 
declaratory statement be adopted as to 
Chapter X, section 3, of the Confession of 
Faith? 

** Second—With reference to Chapter X, 
section 3, of the Confession of Faith, that 
it is not to be regarded as teaching that any 
who die in infancy are lost. We believe 
that all dying in infancy are included in 
the election of grace and are regenerated 
and saved by Christ through the Spirit, who 
works when and where and how he pleases.”’ 

The committee says concerning the brief 
gatatement of the reformed faith that it was 
to be prepared “ with a view to its being 
employed to give information and a better 
understanding of our doctrinal beliefs, and 
not with a view to its becoming a substitute 
for or an alternative of our Confession of 
-Faith.”” The committee then presents “ for 
euch disposition as may be judged wise,”’ the 
following as a brief statement of the re- 
formed faith: 

“ Article 1. Of God. 

“We believe in the ever-living God, who 
is a Spirit, and the Father of our spirits, 
infinite, eternal, and unchangeable in his be- 
ing and perfections; the Lord Almighty, 
most just in all his ways, most glorious in 
holiness, unsearchable in wisdom and plen- 
teous in mercy, full of love and compassion, 
and abundant in goodness and truth. We 
worship him, Father, Son, and Holy Spirit, 
' ghree persons in one Godhead, one in sub- 

_gtance and equal in power and glory. 

Doctrine of Revelation. 
Article I1.—Of Revelation: 

“ We believe that God is revealed in nature, 
in ‘history, and in the heart of man; that he 
has made gracious and clearer revelations of 
himself to men of God, who spoke as they 
were moved by the Holy Spirit; and that 
Jesus Christ, the word made flesh, is the 
brightness of the Father’s glory and the ex- 
press image of his person. We gratefully 
receive the holy scriptures, given by inspira- 
tion, to be the faithful record of God’s gra- 
cious revelations and the sure witness to 
Christ, as the word of God, the only infallible 
rule of faith and life. 

** Article IIL—Of the Eternal Purpose: 

*“ We believe that the eternal, wise, holy, 
and loving purpose of God embraces all 
events, so that, while the freedom of man is 
not taken a nor is God the author of sin, 
yet in his pro ce he makes all things 
work together in the fulfillment of his sov- 
ereign design and the manifestation of his 
glory; wherefore, humbly acknowledging the 
mystery of this truth, we trust in his pro- 
tecting care and set our hearts to do his will. 

Article IV.—Of the Creation: 

“ We believe that God is the creator, up- 
holder, and governor of all things; that he is 
above all his works and in them all; and that 

- he made man in his own image, meet for fel- 
lowship with him, free and able to choose be- 
tween good and evil, and forever responsible 
to his maker and Lord. ‘ 


All Born with Sinful Nature. 


“ Article V. Of the Sin of Man. 

** We believe that our first parents, being 
tempted, chose evil, and so fell away from 
God and came under the power of sin, the 
penalty of which is eternal death; and we 
confess that, by reason of this disobedience, 
we and all menare born witha sinful nature, 
that we have broken God's law, and that no 
man can be saved but by his grace, 

“ Article VI. Of the Grace of God. 

“ We believe that God, out of his great love 
for the world, has given his only begotten son 
to be the Savior of sinners, and in the gospel 
freely offers his all-sufficient salvation to aH 
men. And we praise him for the unspeakable 
grace wherein he has provided a way of eter- 
nal life for all mankind. 

“ Article VII. Of Biection. 

“ We believe that God, from the beginning, 
in his own good pleasure, gave to his son a 
people, an innumerable multitude, chosen in 
Christ unto holiness, service, and salvation; 
we believe that all who come to yearsof dis- 
cretion can receive this salvation only 
through faith and repentance; and we believe 
that all who die in infancy, and all others 
given by the father to the son, who are be- 
yond the reach of the outward means of 
grace, are regenerated and saved by Christ 
through the spirit, who works when and 
where and how he 


Savior’s Death to Save World. 

“ Article VIII. Of Our Lord Jesus Christ. 

“ We believe in and confess the Lord Jesus 
Christ, the only mediator between God and 
man, who, being the eternal Son of God, for 
us men and for our salvation became truly 
man, being conceived by the Holy Ghost 
and born of the Virgin Mary, without sin; 
unto us he has revealed the Father, by his 
word and spirit making known the perfect 
wil of God; for us he fulfilled all righteous- 
ness and satisfied eternal justice, offering 
himself a perfect sacrifice upon the cross 
to take away the sin of the world: for us he 
rose from the dead and ascended into heaven, 
where he ever intercedes for us; in our 
hearta, joined to him by faith, he abides for- 


ever as the indwelling Christ; over us, and ‘ 


over all for us, he rules; wherefore, unto 
him we render love, obedience, and adora- 
_ tion as our Prophet, Priest, and King for- 

ever. 

“ Article IX. Of Faith and Repentance. 

“We believe that God pardons our sins 
and accepts .us as righteous solely on the 
ground of the perfect obedience and sacrifice 
of Christ, received by faith alone: and that 
this saving faith is always accompanied by 
repentance, wherein we confess and forsake 
our sins with full purpose of endeavor for a 
new obedience to God. ; 


Mission of the Holy Spirit. 


“ Article X. Of the Holy Spirit. 

“We believe in the Holy Spirit, the Lord 
and Giver of Life, who moves eevrywhere 
upon the hearts of men, to restrain them 
from evil and to incite them unto good, and 
whom the father is ever willing to give unto 
all who ask him. We believe that he has 
spoken by holy men of God in making known 
vis truth to men for their salvation; that

through our exalted Savior, he was sent forth 
in power to convict the world of sin, to en- 
lighten men’s minds in the knowledge of 
Christ, and to persuade and enable them to 
obey the call of the gospel; and that he abides 
with the church, dwelling in every believer 
as the spirit of truth, of holiness, and of com- 
fort. 

_ Article XI. Of the New Birth and the New 
Life. 

“We believe that the Holy Spirit only is 
the author and source of the new birth; we 
rejoice in the new life, wherein he is given 
unto us as the seal of sonship in Christ, and 


our infirmities, purges us from our faults, 
and ever continues his transforming work 
in us until we are perfected in the likeness 
of Christ. in the glory of the life to come. 

_ Resurrection and Life to Come. 

“ Article XII. Of the Resurrection and the 
Life to Come. 

“ We believe that in the life to come the 
spirits of the just, at death made free from 
sin, enjoy immediate communion with God 
and the vision of his glory; and we confidently 
look for the general resurrection in the last 
day, when the bodies of those who sleep in 
Christ shall be. fashioned in the likenes of 


they shall live and reign forever. 

“ Article XIII. Of the Law of God. 

** We believe that the law of God, revealed 
in the Ten Commandments, and more clear- 
ly disclosed in the words of Christ, is forever 
established in truth and equity, so that no 
human work shall abide except it be bullt 
on this foundation. We believe that God 
requires of every man to do justly, to love 
mercy, and to walk humbly with his God, 
and that only through this harmony with 
the will of God shall be fulfilled that broth- 
erhood of man wherein the kingdom of God 
is to be made manifest. 

“Article 14. Of the church and the sac- 
raments. 

“We believe in the Holy Catholic Church, 
of which Christ is the only head. We believe 
that the church invisible consists of all the 
redeemed, and that the church visible em- 
braces all who profess the true religion, to- 
gether with their childreh. We receive to 
our communion all who donfess and obey 
Christ as their divine Lordi and Savior, and 
we hold fellowship with all believers in him. 

“We receive the sacraments of baptism 
and the Lord's Supper, alone divinely estab- 
lished and committed to the church, together 
with the word,.as mtans of grace, made 
effectual only by the Holy Spirit, and always 
to be used by Christians with prayer and 
praise to God. 

Eternal Award for Wicked. 


“ Article XV. Of_the last judgment. 

“We believe that the Lord Jesus Christ 
will come again in glorious majesty to judge 
the world and to make a final separation 
between the righteous and the wicked. The 
wicked shall receive the eternal award of 
their sins, and the Lord will manifest the 
glory of his mercy in the salvation of his 
people and their entrance upon the full en- 
joyment of eternal life. 

“Article XVI.-Of Christian service and 
the final triumph. 

“ We believe that it is our duty, as servants 
and friends of Christ, to do good unto all 
men, to maintain the public and private wor- 
ship of God, to hallow the Lord's day, to pre- 
serve the sanctity of the family, to uphold 
the just authority of the State, and so to 
live in all honesty, purity, and charity that 
our lives shall testify of Christ. Wejoyfully 
receive the word of Christ, bidding his peo- 
| ple go into all the world and make disciples 
of all nations, and declare unto them that 
God was in Christ reconciling the world unto 
himself, and that he will have all men to be 
saved and to come to the knowledge of the 
truth. We confidently trust that by his 
power and grace all his enemies and ours 
shall be finally overcome, and the kingdoms 
of this world shal be made the kingdom of 
our God and of his Christ. In this faith we 
abide; in this service we labor, and in this 
hope we pray: 

“Even so, come, Lord Jesus.” 


One Exception to Report. 

Twenty-one members of the committee 
signed the report, to which John De Witt 
added the following exception: 

**In signing the report of the Assembly’s 
Committee on Revision I except as follows: 
(1) I am opposed to the verbal amendment 
of the seventh section of chapter xvi. of the 
confession; (2) I think it unwise to erect into 
a church doctrine our belief that all who die 
in infancy are saved; (8) I do not think that 
the second sentence of article X. of ‘the 
brief and untechnical statement ’ (the article 
entitled ‘Of the Holy Spirit’) accurately 
states the ‘ reformed faith.’ 

Dr. Roberts, the stated clerk of the Assem- 
bly and chairman of the Committee on 
Church Statistics,.read his report. It was 
discussed and a feeling of dissatisfaction was 
apparent. The report was sent back to the 
committee for revision and will be presented 
to the Assembly next year. 


Many Recommendations Heard. 


Other reports presented were those of the 
Committees on Ministerial Relief, Sabbath 
Observance, Presbyterian Building, Assem- 
bly Herald, Omaha Seminary, and Twentieth 
Century Fund. These were laid over for 
future action. The report of the Committee 
on Evangelistic work was adopted, including 
a number of recommendations for special 
evangelistic work in all Presbyterian 
Churches during the coming year. 

The assembly was welcomed to the Fifth 
Avenue Church by its pastor, the Rev. Dr. 
J. Ross Stevenson, at the beginning of the 
morning session. Dr. Stevenson spoke feel- 
ingly of his predecessors in this historic pul- 
pit, the Rev. Drs.

Roosevelt Willing to Accept. 
President Roosevelt’s reply, which was 
sent in German, translated, is as follows: 
“ Washington, D. C., May 15.—Emperor 
William, Wiesbaden: I highly appreciate 
your grand, friendly offer. I thank you 
heartily, therefore, in the name of the 
United States. I will submit it immediately 
to Congress. It will no doubt be to .the 
greatest pleasure of our people to receive 
from your hands a statue of the famous 
ruler and soldier, one of the greatest men of 
all times, Frederick the Great, and it is es- 
pecially appropriate that the statue should 
be erected in the City of Wash nm, the 
capital of the republic, upon the birth of 
which he looked with such friendly interest. 
“ For this new proof of your friendly feel- 
ings towards our country I thank you in the 
name of the United States. Your gift surely 
will be considered here as a new evidence of 
the friendship existing between the two na- 
tions. We hope and believe that this friend- 
ship in the coming years will become still 
stronger. 
“It is a hopeful sign for the welfare of all 
mankind that in the beginning of this cen- 
tury the American and German people are

John Andrews, Manager of Sherman 
Farm, Has Severe Case of Supposed 
Hydrophobia and Survives. 


One of the few cases on record where a 
patient afflicted with supposed acute hydro- 
phobia has survived has been brought to 
the attention of the medical world in the 
recovery of John Andrews, 46 years old, 
who two weeks ago exhibit e symptoms 
of rabies—barking like a dog, snapping at 
his attendants, and fearing water. 

Andrews, who for ten years has been man- 
ager of the John B. Sherman farm at Fighty- 
first street and Western avenue, is now pro- 
nounced out of danger by Dr. F. M. Clem=nt, 
9440 Howard avenue, his attending physi- 
cian, and Dr. A. Lagorio, 228 Dearborn ave- 
nue. Andrews’ affliction dated back to an 
inoculation four years ago. 

In the summer of 1898 a mad dog entered 
a pasture on the Sherman farm and attacked 
a calf. Two days later Andrews’ attention 
was attracted to the strange actions of the 
calf that had been bitten. It appeared to be 
choking, and Andrews attempted to relieve 
it. While he was engaged in this operation 
Andrews’ hand and arm were scratched. 
The next day it was found out that the calf 
was a victim of rabies. It was killed, and 
since then Andrews has ver been free 
from the dread that the distéase might ap- 
pear. On May 3 he was bitten by a hog and 
received a severe shock to his nervous sys- 
tem, which had the effect of bringing on the 
symptoms he stood in fear of. 


NO SURRENDERS UNDER SMITH. 


Civil Governor of Leyte Denounces the 
General for Seeking to Restore 


Military Rule in Islands. 


Washington, D. C., May 
of War has transmitted to the Senate Com- 
mittee on the Philippines a report made by 
Captain J. H. Grant, Civil Governor of the 
Province of Leyte, P. L., concerning differ- 
ences of understanding between himself and 
General J. H. Smith concerning the control 
of affairs in that province. Speaking of Gen- 
eral Smith’s achievements in the island, Cap- 
tain Grant says: 

“Since General Smith has been in com- 
mand here there has not been a single sur- 
render of arms or men, nor has there been a 
single capture to my knowldge. The only 
thing he has accomplished, to my knowledge, 
was the arrest of a few men on Biliran and 
along the straits, on the confession of one of 
Lukban’s officers, the truth of whose state- 
to be established. 

** So, all the sensational newspaper reports 
that have reached Manila from reporters 
traveling with General Smith are absolutely 
without foundation and have only one end 
in view—the return of this province to mili- 
tary control.” 

Captain Grant asserts that certain troops 
were removed from towns in Leyte for the 
purpose of bringing about military control.

t with regard to the conference of the 
Boer leaders at Vereeniging. The Colonial 
Secretary did not disappoint the expectation. 
He said he was hopeful of the result, but not 
sanguine. He made theeurprising announce- 
ment that the government had never insisted 
on unconditional surrender, perhaps forget- 
ting for the moment that when Lord Roberts 
was in command in south Africa that’ was 
the only basis on which, he said, he was pre- 
pared to discuss peace. Speaking with great 
impressiveness the Colonial Secretary added 
that there must never be a chance of a re- 
newal of the cenflict and the mistake of 
Majuba Hill must never be repeated. This 
remark was particularly interesting, as he 


was himself a Cabinet Minister when the 


mistake was made. 

Mr. Chamberlain ‘said the war had cost 
£228,000,000, but that was only 2 per cent of 
Great Britain's realized capital and only one- 
sixth of Great Britain’s annual income. An 


independent Transvaal would be as danger- 


ous as an independent Parliament in Dublin. 
There were, on the other hand, transcendant 
possibilities of a federation of the British 
race. The days are now for great empires, 
not for little states. ; 

Dealing with other matters Mr. Chamber- 
lain said England was threatened with the 
most serious commercial struggle ever 
known. Their aim must be a federation of 
the British race.

FURTHER RIOTING IN HAYTI.. 


Mob Attacks Palace in Port au Prince 
and Serious Fight Ensues— 
Peace Overtures Fail. 


PORT AU PRINCE, Hayt!, May 16.—There 
were further disturbances here last night. 
A mob attacked the palace, but the rioters 
were fired on by the Presidential guard and 
eventually dispersed. Some of the attacking 
party were killed or wounded, according to 
report. The actual casualties cannot be as- 
certained, owing to the disturbed state of 
affairs. 

A number of delegates from the southern 
towns have arrived here, with the intention 
of forming another provisional government. 

The revolutionists in the north have re- 
jected the overtures made to them with the 
object of averting. civil war. They took this 
action after raising a loan of $50,000, guar- 
anteed by the customs receipts of Cape Hay- 
tien and Gonaives, the two ports in their 
hands. The northern army, consequently, 
will soon begin its march on Port au Prince. 

The members of the diplomatic corps and 
national bank officials here have protested 
against the loan made to the revolutionists. 

The situation improved during the day, 
and this afternoon all is quiet.

REBEL SOCIETY IS DISCOVERED. 


Organization in Philippines Seeks to 
Start New Rising—Leaders of 
the Move Are Arrested.

MANILA, May 16.—The constabulary has 
unearthed a secret revolutionary society 
similar to the Katipunan, which was organ- 
ized in the middle of April. It was discov- 
ered through a municipal official of Bulucan, 
who was solicited for a subscription to a fund 
to buy arms. 

The object of the society was to create a 
semblance of a revolution and then demand 
that Congress grant independence to the 
Philippines under an American protectorate. 
The leaders have been arrested. The mem- 
bers are obscure persons who are not known 
by Filipino politicians or the Insurgents. The 
movement is believed to have been sup- 
préssed.

ISLAND PLEBISCITE BLOCKED. 


Danish Landsthing Refuses to Concur 
in Resolution Adopted by the 
Folkething.

COPENHAGEN, Denmark, May 16.—The 
Folkething (Lower House) today, by 98 to 2 
votes, passed a resolution im favor of the 
cession of the Danish West Indies to the 
United States, on condition that a subsequent 
popular vote of the inhabitants of the islands 
ghow a majority in favor thereof. 

The matter was then returned to the 
Landsthing, which, after a long and spirited 
debate, rejected the resolution, and by 33 to 
30 votes reaffirmed the resolution providing 
for a limited plebiscite, and the ratification 
of the treaty only Is favored by a majority 
of three-quarters. 

This obstruction shelves the question until 
after the elections in September, when the 
government: hopes to obtain a majority in 
the Landsthing. 


NEW STATION FOR LEIPSIC. 


Structure to Cost $26,500,000 Will Be 
Erected Jointly by City and the 
Government. 


May 16.—The Municipality of 
Leipsic yesterday approved a contract of the 
Prussian and Saxon railroad authorities for 
the construction of a central railroad station 
at Leipsic to cost 106,000,000 marks ($26.500,- 
000), of which Leipsic is to pay 17,000,000 
marks ($4,250,000). The state railroad ad- 
inistration is projecting new and splendid 
ations at other cities. 

Emperor William wished to spend 5,500,000 
marks ($1,375,000) for the construction of a 
new railroad station at Homburg, but the 
Conservatives in the Diet refused such a 
large appropriation for a railroad station a 
such a small town. 

‘Emperor William is proceeding to press his 
scheme, however. 


SUFFRAGE WINS AN ADVANTAGE 


Government of Sweden Agrees to Intro- 
duce New Bill in Rigsdag in 1904 . 
—Fifteen Thousand on Strike. 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden, May 16.—More 
than 15,000 workmen lave now joined the 
strike in support _of electoral reform. .At. 
the conclusion of the suffrage debate in the 
first chamber the government agreed to in- 
troduce a new bill in the Rigsdag in 1904, 
based on proportionate election. Later the 
proposal that the government should intro- 
duce a bill in 1904 based on universal suf- 
frage was adopted by the second chamber.

WHOLE CITY GORS FISHING 


BLOOMINGTON STOPS BUSINESS TO 
PLY ROD AND LINE. 


Public Officials and Street Gamina, 
Townspeople and Farmers, White 
and Black Rub Elbows at Miller’s 
Park to Celebrate Famous Holiday 
~Two Thousand Anglers, but Catch 
Is So Small Another Day Will Be 
Chosen, When Better Luck Is Hoped. 


Bloomington, Ill., went fishing yesterday. 
The whole town turned out, from the Mayor 
to the smallest urchin. They sat in the hot 
sun—for it was hot in Bloomington—for 
hours to celebrate the unique holiday of 
which the city is proud—“ Fish day.” 

Yet the celebration wasn’t an entire suc- 
cess. The merchants practically suspended 
business during the afternoon; the schools 
let Out early after the children almost start- 
ed a rebellion because they were asked to 
study inetead of fish; and Miller’s Park pond 
was lined with people and the park itself was 
crowded. But the fish wouldn’t bite. 

Then a terrible rumor started that the 
Park Commissioners had thrown great 


day to gorge the fish, so they wouldn't bite. 
In vain did the commissioners deny the tale 
—it wouldn’t down. They were informed 
that when next “ Fish day” approached 
they would be under surveillance for hours 
beforehand. 


City’s Famous Holiday. 


‘Commissioners decided to let the people fish 

in this one day each year. The townepeople, 
and, in fact, farmers for miles around took 
to the idea at once, and since then “ Fish 
day ’’ has been famous. 

Last year the catch was about 3,500 fish. 
This year it was expected to be greater. 
Fishermen heard with delight a few days ago 
that in seining the pond bass weighing as 
much as five pounds were taken. These the 
Park Commissioners afe said to have thrown 
back, but the people are suspicious after the 
result of yesterday's fishing. 

Of course there were a lot of fish caught, 
but 2,000 fishermen ought to catch something. 
Mayor Thomas caught the first one. The 
banks were crowded with people, and it 
seemed the Mayor's hook barely had touched 
water when it came out with a sunfish wrig- 
gling on it less than three inches long. 

Long before the hour set for beginning to 
fish there was a big crowd atthepark. Peo- 
ple came in every sort of a vehicle except an 
automobile. On the banks of the pond 
Bloomington’s representative citizens el- 
bowed coal miners and negroes from the 
quarries. Young women from the State 
Normal School and servant girls alike 
screamed when asked to bait hooks with 
wriggling worms, and got their lines tangled 
at every cast. . 

Early in the day the school children peti- 
tioned H. G. Bent, head of the Schoo! board, 
to let them out at noon. Some of the teach- 
ers added their appeal. The School board 
didn’t let the pupils out until 8 o’clock, but 
then it seemed as if the whole 4,300 of them 
came tumbling out to the grounds at once.

Federal Attorneys to Put Affi- 
~ davits in Court Next Mon- 
day Afternoon. 


EX-MANAGER’S EVIDENCE. 


Subpoenas on Nearly All the De- 
fendant Packing Companies 
Are Served. 


~ 


The affidavits on which United States At- 


_torney Bethea wil] seek a temporary injunc- 


tion against the packers charged with main- 
taining a beef trust will be filed inthe United 
States Circuit Court on Monday afternoon. 
The contents of the documents will disclose 
for the first time the exact nature of the 
evidence on which the government is relying 
to support its case. 

As soon as the affidavits are filed they will 
be open for the inspection of Attorney John 
8S. Miller, who will appear as counsel for the 
defendants. Such evidence as Mr~ Miller 
deems necessary to resist the application of 
the federal attorneys for a restraining ordér 
also will be presented tothe court in the form 
of affidavits. Should the defense interpose 


a demurrer to the bill, which course is re-. 


garded as probable, there will be no resort to. 
affidavits at present. 


Inquiry in New York Delayed. 

A stop was put to the beef investigation in 
New York by direction of Attorney General 
Knox, who was unwilling that the hand of 
the prosecution should be disclosed in that 
State until after the preliminary proceedings 
in Chicago. The same evidence to be used in 
New York makes up the case of the govern- 
ment In this State. 

The most important evidence in the hands 
of the government is said to be the affida- 
vits of a former manager of Armour & Co., 
who afterwards wasin the employ of Swift & 
Co. in New York. His name is said to be D. 
W. Meredith.

Champaign, Ill., May 16.—[{Special.}—Wis- 
consin defeated Illinois in their dual track 
meet today at Champaign by the score of 58 
to 64. The day was ideal and the track fast, 
with a slight wind blowing down the stretch. 
Two Western intercollegiate records were 
broken — the mile and the two mile 
marks. Rodman of Illinois broke the world’s 
intercollegiate discus throw by hurling it 120 
feet 8% inches. Six Illinois track records 
went fiying, and the 100 and 220 yards rec- 
ords were tied. 

Not an event was won in other than good 
time, and close, fighting finishes were the 
rule. From the start to the finish it was nip 
and tuck, first Illinois would lead by a few 
points, then Wisconsin would forge ahead, 
and thus it went to the end. 

Wisconsin showed great strength in the 
distance events, winning both first and seo- 
onds in record time in the mile and two mile.

CAR RIDE OR NO NICKEL. 


OF SMALL PROFIT. 


Building and Grounds Committee 
Makes a Rule That It Will Not Pay 
Money for Transportation When Its 
Hirelings Ride Bicycles or Other 
Ceonveyances Which Do Not Entail 
an Expense of Five Cents a Trip— 


Petty Disputes Also Are Barred. 
\ 


If an employé of the Board of Education 
wishes to collect car fare for trips made 
between schools he must actually ride on the 
street cars, and not make use of a bicycle, a 
horse and buggy, or, by any rare possibility, 
an automobile. 

This order was promulgated by the Com- 
mittee on Buildings and Grounds yesterday 
in disposing of one of a series of complaints 
made to the committee by O. B. Vaughn, a 
carpenter.

GAYNOR AND GREENE HELD 


MONTREAL COURT REFUSES TO 
ADMIT THEM TO BAIL. 


Prisoners Stop at Hotel Under Guard 
of Detectives—Officers Ignore Ha- 
beas Corpus Writ from Quebec— 
Counsel for American Fugitives 
Hope to Quash Proceedings and Se- 
eure Liberty for Clientse—Hot Legal 
Fight Promised by Both Sides. 


Montreal, Que., May 16.—[Special.]— 
Colonel John F. Gaynor and Captain W. D. 
Greene, the fugitives from the United States 
who are accused of conspiring with Captain 
Carter in frauds against the government, 
wefe taken this morning before Judge La 
Fontaine, extradition commissioner, who re- 
manded them until Monday for examination. 
Bail was refused, but the Judge agreed to 
allow the prisoners to stay at the Windsor 
on under the surveillance of the detec- 

ves. 

Later in the morning High Constable Gale 
of Quebec served a writ of habeas corpus 
on Detective Carpenter, ordering him to 
bring the prisoners before the Quebec court. 
They were arrested in Quebec yesterday and 
brought here on a tug after an exciting race. 
The detective consulted his counsel and was 
advised that if he returned the prisoners to 
Quebec he would render himself liable to ar- 
reeset for. contempt of court, as the Montreal 
Judge had remanded the prisoners until 
Monday. 


Writ of Habeas Corpus Ignored. 

Detective Carpenter accordingly decided 
to disregard the writ of habeas corpus. 

Jules Tesier, the prisoner’s Quebec counsel, 
arrived in Montreal today and has associated 
with him Taillon and 8st. Pierre, two of 
Montreal's leading criminal iawyers, who 
will make a big effort to have the proceedings 
here quashed. The Quebec authorities are 
indignant over the way the arrest was ef- 
fected and claim it was a piece of sharp 
practice. Mr. MacMaster, who represents 
the prosecution, said today that in his opin- 
ion the proceedings had been quite regular 
and according to law. . 

He was quite satisfied that Mr. Carpenter 
had done his duty and had handed the 
prisoners over to the authorities in the 
proper courts. 


Counsel Expects Fair Play. 

Marién Erwin, representing the United 
States government, expressed himself as 
pleased that all had gone along so smoothly. 
He was satisfied that the Canadian govern- 
ment would see that both sides got fair play, 
and that was al he desired. He was deter- 
mined to do all he could to have Gaynor and 
Greene extradited, as the United States gov- 
ernment had come to the conclusion that 
offenses of this character could not go un- 
punished. 


AUTOS TAKE SLOWER PACE | 
AND LESS NOISE(S MA? E. 
Owners of Racing Machines Obey Rules 


Against Scorching—Mayor Thinks 
South Park Regulations Too Severe. 


On South Side boulevards yesterday the 
new regulations of the Park Commissioners 
were obeyed by automobile operators, and 
the procession of machines in Michigan ave- 
nue, Drexel, and Grand boulevards was dig- 
nifled and comparatively noiseless. Auto- 
mobile owners and operators are giving as- 
surance. to Mayor Harrison as well as to 
the Park. Commissioners that they have no 
desire to mangle pedestrians. 

Paul Picard, ane of the French racing ma- 
chine operators, who has startled spectators 
as his machine rushed over the asphalt on 
the boulevards. has sought less obstructed 
avenues for his racing machine and has 
moved to Winnetka. where he will have the 
open country roads for an indulgence in fast 
automobiling and will not run into the rules 
of the Park Commissioners or of the city. 

Other owners of racing machines, as well 
‘As the more sedate and conservative auto- 
-mobiles, joined the general procession of 
‘‘ joggers,’’ and the authorities who have 
been endeavoring to restrict the sport to the 
limits of safety, declared that their work 
was beginning to have effect and that no 
trouble with the automobile owners was 
anticipated. 

The owners said that the precautions they 
observed to protect pedestrians evidently had 
been effective, as no persons had been in- 
jured on account of fast driving, but if the 
authorities demanded still greater care on 
their part they were willing to abide by the 
laws. 

Of the new South Park rules the Mayor

Sixteen Men Walk Out and, Adopting 
Rough Tactics, Prevent All Deliver- 
ies of Goods by Concern. 


. The Western News company, 206 Madison 
street, felt the weight of the teamsters’ or- 
ganization yesterday. Horses were cut loose 
from wagons, harness was removed, and 
wagons were. run away wherever found on 
the street. The police were appealed to for 
protection, and during the day a strict watch 
was kept about the company’s headquarters, 
no person being allowed to enter the alley 


f unless he was able to convince the patrol- 


men that he had business there. 

The sixteen drivers demand the recognition 
of their organization and the payment of the 
union scale of wages, which is higher than 
that now paid by the company. Superin- 
tendent Sheppard refused to sign any agree- 
ment, although he expressed a willingness to 
pay the scale. 

When all the men had walked @ut, Daniel 
Quinn, Superintendent of the periodical de- 
partment, and E. C, Parsons, employed in the 
office, agreed to take out two of th® wagons. 
Quinn was stopped by men at 176 Madison 
street, the lines cut from his hands, and the 
outfit left helpless. Parsons fared a little 
better, reaching 1247 Michigan avenue. 
While he was making a delivery his horse 
and wagon disappeared, and he was unable 
to obtain any trace of either. 


Women Aid Street Car Men.

TRIUMPH OF THE MAY FESTIVAL 


Cincinnati Hears Famous Mass by Bach 
Under Direction of Theodore 
| Thomas. 


Cincinnati, O., May 16.—[{Special.]—The 
crowning triumph of Cincinnati’s fifteenth 
May festival came tonight, when, under 
Theodore Thomas, the famous mass in B 
minor by Bach was rendered with the exact 
orchestration demanded by the original man- 
uscript.

ARRESTS OF NO EFFECT.

by the ®osher butchers. Four hundred po- 
licemen tried all day to restore order on the 
streets, but they were jeered at, made the 
tangets of all sorts of missiles, and, in several 
cases, were attacked and roughly dealt with 
by the infuriated women, who have taken it 
upon themselves to see that the East-Siders 
go without meat until the price is fixed at a 

gure satisfactory to them. 

What policemen armed with clubs, whips, 
and canes could not do the beginning of the 
Hebrew Sabbath did for them. Even the in- 
fiction of severe fines by Magistrate Cornell 
in the Essex Market Police Court failed to 
suppress the troublemakers. They went to 
jail with words of defiance upon their lips, 
and as soon as the doors had closed on them 
their friends went out and increased the 
rioting on the streets. 

Captain Walsh of the Eldridge Street Sta- 
tion said that it had been one of the worst 
days that he had passed in his experience as 
a policeman. The trouble began at daylight 
and kept up until 4 o’clock in the afternoon, 
Men and women who bought meat or tried 
to buy it were beaten and their purchases 
taken away from them, until finally no one 
dared to enter a kosher butcher’s store for 
any purpose other than to do damage. 

The stocks of a great many of the butchers 
were ruined by having kerosene oil poured 
over them, and in two cases there were 
women handy to touch matches to -the oil 
soaked meat. Quick action on the part of the 
butchers, their assistants, and the police, 
who have been warned that arson would be 
rl is all that saved the places from 

re. 

Now that the shops have closed there Is 
little chance of more trouble until Monday, 
when they will open again. As far as could 
be learned today none of them has any in- 
tention of reducing the price of meat. 

There were ninety arrests today, seventy 
of the prisoners being women and the other 
twenty men who made the mistake of joining 
in the disturbances through sympathy. 

One of the worst outbreaks of the morn- 
ing took place in the butcher shop of Ma- 
thias Barnett at 103 Irvington street. Three 
women accused Barnett of being one of the 
advocates of high prices and they decided 
to wreck his place. They made a rush and 
carried the shop by storm. After breaking 
every breakable thing in sight, they poured 
oil on the meat and set fire to it. 

In the meantime the rioting had spread 
ali over the district. In trying to protect 
a man who had purchased some meat from. 
the wrath of a lot of women, who had held 
him up.at the corner of Ludlow and Hous- 
ton streets a number of police were roughly 
handled. The reserves had to be called out 
and a number of arrests were made. 

Minnie Ochlander ef 108 Orchard street, 
the poultry shop at 82 Norfolk 
inglehanded because she saw some 
women making purchases there. The wom- 
en fought back and were putting her out 
e street, when about fifty Women came 
to her assistance. There was a pitched bat- 
tle which resulted in half a dozen arrests. 
A number of the policemen had their un 
forms torn and more than one had a badly 
scratched face as a result of the mixup. 

During the afternoon the crowd around 
the entrance to the Essex Market police 
court numbered about 1,500 and was un-

as the interested railrcads, Heretofore the 
switching charges of Western railroads have 
always been in additiog to the rates to and 
from Chicago on traffi; destined to or com- 
ing from points east ay Chicago.

But he also feels that he would 
rather put up with the injustice for awhile 
longer than have business conditions upset 
by the wholesale overhauling of the Dingley 
law which would follow an attempt to modify 
the steel sched However, if the New 
Zealand amendment were already an integral 
part of the Dingley law the samé man would 
advise its immediate application to the steel 
tariffs. Since history began, young men 
have learned. from their elders and old na- 
tions have learned from new ones. It may 
be possible for the United States to learn 
something from New Zealand. 


COAL MINERS’ STRIKE. 

The anthracite miners who suspended 
work temporarily on Monday have voted 
that the suspension shail continue.. They 
have not ordered a strike with the unanimity 
and enthusiasm which they have displayed 
on other occasions. Itisthe impression that 
President Mitchell considered a strike im- 
politic at this time. Many of the men are 
of that opinion. The vote at the miners’ 
convention was 461% for suspension and 
349% against it. The large negative vote 
is evidence that the miners are better off 
than they were two years ago. Then the 
conditions under which they worked were 
so grievous that public sympathy was 
strongly with them when they made a deter- 
mined stand for better treatment. 

The large vote against a strike also shows 
that if the operators had made stight cun- 
cessions, or had shown a disposition to give 
serious consideration to the subject in the 
near future, there would have been no strike. 
There is no known reason why the combined 
coal roads, which control the mines, should 
not have pursued a conciliatory course. The 
higher wages demanded may be unreason- 
able, but the miners have not been dictatorial 
in their methods. They have not talked of 
ultimatums and immediate answers. They 
have done nothing to offend the personal 
pride of their employers. The deliberation 
with which the miners have acted is of itself 
evidence that they were by no means eager 
for a strike. 

The anthracite coal imdustry. is one in 
“which the public is deeply interested. A 
populous section of the country depends upon 
it for fuel. The earnings of many railroads 
and lake vessels come largely from anthra- 
cite coal freights. The miners have been 
receiving $3,000,000 monthly in wages and 
nearly the entire sum has been promptly 
spent by them for food, clothing, and other 
necessities of life. The stoppage of that 
expenditure will cast a blight upon the com- 


Corporations are not credited with souls, but 
they are assumed to have intelligence. A 
coal mining corporation, if intelligent, should 
be ready to make concessions to prevent a 
coal strike, and if really unable to make con- 
cessions should let the public know why it 
is impossible to make them. 

The anthracite coal miners ask for higher 
wages. That is not in itself an improper re- 
quest. It is one which is being made every 
day by menin other industries. Therequest 
is not, in these days of prosperity and ad- 
vancing prices, prima facie an unreasonable 
one. It costs the mimers more to live than 
it did a year ago. But the operators have 
acted much as if the demand of the miners 
was so outrageous as to require contemptu- 
ous rejection. They have been as unyielding 
and brusque in dealing with the men as they 
are in dealing with consumers to whom they 
dictate prices. 

The anthracite coal combine has failed 
utterly to recognize the rights of the public 
in this matter. Possibly it thinks of the 
public as Mr. Vanderbilt did- when he said 
“the public be ——.” The public may not 
have so much sympathy with the miners as 
it had two years ago, when they were per- 
petually on the verge of starvation. It will 
view with disfavor an attempt on the part 
of the Mine Workers’. union to extend the 
strike to the bituminous coal fields in order 
to bring pressure to bear on the owners of. 
the anthracite mines. A general suspension 
of mining would banish prosperity at once. 
But the public will strongly condemn em- 
ployers who have done nothing to maintain 
peace in a great industry. 


PRESBYTERIAN GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

The General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church in the United States is now 
in session in New York and will probably 
| be one of the most important in the history 
of that denomination, not alone because 
of its great and growing interests but be- 
cause it promises to take action of a de- 
cisive kind upon the question of creed re- 
vision. which has agitated the church so 
long. The outcome of the first day’s con- 
test over the organization, resulting in the 
election of Dr. Van Dyke as Moderator, 
indicates that the liberal element in the as- 
sembly will probably have its way in all 
matters of importance, including creed re- 
vision. 

If this be a correct inference it will be 
possible to take a step towards the settle- 
ment of this great question. Although there 
were different shades of opinion among the 
members of the Revision committee, all 
differences were so far harmonized that 
it has presented a nearly unanimous report. : 
In his sermon before the assembly, Dr. 
Minton said: “ Revision of a confession is 
not that the Presbyterians shall cease to 
confess but that they shall see to it that 
va they confess is the truth.” From 

s point of view the work of the Revision 
committee is of the highest interest as em- 
bodying what it believes to be the truth. 

The following are the substantial feat- 
ures of the committee’s report: It recom- 
mends revision of the text of the confession 
by modifying the assertion that “it is a 
sin to refuse an oath touching anything 
that is good and just, being imposed by 
lawful authority ”; and also the text relat- 
ing to “ works done by unregenerate men.” 
It also proposes to remove from the chapter 
on the church the characterization of the 
Pope as “ Antichrist.” These are the three 
revisional alterations. ‘There are also two 
revisional additions. One chapter more 
fully defines the offices and relations of the 
Holy Spirit and another the offices of gos- 
pel missions. The famous chapter on 
“ election ” and the section on “ elect sin- 
fants” are not changed, but the sting is 
taken out of them by “a declaratory state- 
ment.” that “all who die in infancy and 
all others given by the Father to the Son 
who are beyond the reach of the outward 
means of grace” are saved, which reflects 
the modern Presbyterian view of this sub- 
ject. The old statements will remain in 
the confession, but they will be dead let- 
ters, mere curiosities, and reminders of 
days when strong language was required 
sfor the expression of belief. 

, The “brief statement,” which is printed 
elsewhere, is aptly characterized by the

THE BALDWIN-ZIEGLER “RELIEF EXPE- 
DITIC#.” 


The Rochester (N. Y.) Democrat and 
Chronicle, which devotes much space to 
scientific affairs of every kind, opportune-, 
ly calls attention to a mistaken apprehen- 
sion as to the so-called Baldwin;Ziegler 
“relief expedition,” which is about to start 
for the North. Instead of there being any 
ground for the surmise that the original ex~ 
pedition has failed or is in any need of help, 
the sailing of the new expedition was pro- 
vided for in the original program as laid 
out by Mr. Baldwin and his patron, Mr. 
Ziegler. | 

The Baldwin-Ziegler expedition reached 
Alger Island last summer, where permanent 
headquarters were established. From this 
base supplies and equipments were for- 
warded to the northernmost extremity of 
Franz Josef Land. There the explorers 
were to pass the winter and early spring. 
“The dash for the pole,”* 550 miles distant, ' 
was to be made from this point and to begin: 
not earlier than the first week in April.; 
It was though? the journey, if everything. 
went well, would occupy about three months 
and that the return journey would begin 
some time in July; “not necessarily by a 
countermarch to the Franz Josef Land but 
most probably by way of the east coast of 
Greenland.” 

It is this return journey for which the so- 
called “ relief expedition ”’ was planned in 
the original program. It will go as far 
north as possible to meet the explorers and 
will establish a chain of supply stations 
for their use. If all has gone according to 
program Baldwin is néw on his way to the 
pole. If he fail to reach it this year he 
will remain in Franz Josef Land until 
the summer of 1903, when he will renew 
the attempt. If he should fail then, that 
will probably be the end of this particular 
expedition, though there never will cease 
to be expeditioms made by men eager for 
the glory of the great polar discovery. It 
is not likely now that Baldwin can be heard 
from until mext fall. If he discovers the 
pole it will immortalize him. If he fails it 
will be almost useless for any one else to 
undertake it, for never before has an ex- 
pedition started on this much traveled jour- 
ney as perfectly equipped as his. 


THE CITY THE CHIEF OFFENDER. 

The residents in the vicinity of the plant 
which the city has erected east of the Il- 
linois Central tracks at Oakwood boule- 
vard complain bitterly of the dense sthoke 
with which they are flooded whenever the 
wind is from the east. It has been from 
the east for several daysandthe inhabitants 
of a desirable residence part of the city 
have been subjected to great annoyance. 
The smoke from the Illinois Central en- 
gines has always been a nuisance when the 
wind was from the lake, but that isa slight 
nuisance compared to the new one. 

There is a municipal ordinance forbidding - 
the creation of a smoke nuisance, but the 
municipality declines to be bound by laws 
which it has made and which it sometimes 
spasmodically demands that citizens shall 
respect. The county authorities are to be 
notified by the Chief Smoke Inspector that 
if the chimneys of the County Building and 
Criminal Court Building do not cease smok- 
ing the county will be dragged into court 
and fined for its breaches of the law. The 
County board will be justified perhaps in 
making scornful remarks about the pot 
calling the kettle biack. Undoubtedly the 
city government is the greatest offender 
against the smoke ordinance, 

The plea of poverty is made sometimes in 
behalf of the chief offender against the 
ordinance. It is alleged that the city has- 
not the nfdney with which to equip with ef- 
fective smoke consuming appliances ali the . 
plants it operates. It is known that care 
on the part of engineers and firemen will 
minimize the smoke. It is said'in mitigation 
of the various municipal smoke nuisances 
that the city employés cannot be forced 
to be careful. Often private citizens when 
called on to answer a charge of violating. 
the smoke ordinanee assert that they can- 
not make their employés careful or that 
they cannot stand the expense of’ prevent- 
ing the emission of smoke. Courts do not 
look with favor on arguments of this kind 
when made in behalf of private citizens. 
Such arguments should avail the city 
nothing. 

If the municipality wishes citizens to 
respect its ordinances it must be the first to 
obey them. 


JAMES CONDON, VETERAN. 

There is now in Congress an extraor- 
dinary bill. It is like a blank check. It 
provides that the President may cast an 
eye of favor upon “ the oldest enlisted man 
on the rolls of the army ” and promote that 
man to be Second Lieutenant in order to re- 
tire him on a larger salary than he would.

It is said that there will be several men 
who will think that the bill is pointed in their 
direction. At least ome of these men has 
had a remarkable career. Terence Mul- 
vaney is a raw recruit compared with James 
Condon. Condon was born in 1828. While 
he was being educated his dreams were all 
of military fame. At last he could no longer 
repress his natural inclination. In 1838, be- 
ing 10 years old, he enlisted in the Second 
United States Infantry as a drummer boy. 
He served in the Florida campaign. When 
that campaign was over he kept on serving. 
His father, a soldier, died in Mexico City in 
1847. His brother, also a soldier, died at 
Sullivan’s Island in 1858. Condon himself 
kept on serving. The Mexican war, the civil 
war, Indian wars came and went. Condon 
remained. For forty-seven years he wore 
the uniform which is not m this country “ the 
soldier man’s disgrace.” It was not till 1885 
that he took advantage of the retirement 
law. Then, serving as a sergeant at David’s 
Island, he began to think of the lean and 
slippered pantaloon, and finally took to it. 
He was retired with an exceptional record. 
During his half century of service not one 
written charge had been preferred against 
him. 

Little was heard of Condon from 1885 to 
1902. A few weeks ago, however, he sent a 
petition to the President. Afl things con- 
sidered, the burden of that petition wes a 
‘little bit surprising. It was natural that the 
old soldier should want more pay. It was, 
perhaps, not so natural that the reason why 
he wanted more pay should be that he had 
six children, three boys and three girls, all 
under 13 years of age. "

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

T Prince Henry of Prussia is the 
most popular member of his house, 
even among the members of his own 
family, is shown by the action of the 
late Prince George of Prussia in be- 
queathing to him, rather than to any of his 
other relatives, the wonderfully picturesque 
and beautiful castle of Rhinestein, near 
Bingen, a familiar landmark to every Amer- 
ican tourist who has visited the Rhine.

It was for a time 
the residence of Rudolph von Hapsburg, the 
founder of the reigning dynasty of the House 
of Austria.

Prince Frederick of Prussia, grandson of 
King Frederick William II., and son of that 


‘| Prince Louis of Prussia who féll in the war 


of liberation from French thraldom and who

| eyes heroic figures of their “ Befreihungs- 


krieg.”’ 

Prince Frederick, who likewise served in 
this war, which had robbed him of his father, 
spent vast sums of money in rebuilding 
Rhinestein, in accordance with its former 
designs, using as far as possible stones from 
the ruins of other castles and going to great 
pains in order to secure the perfect blending 
of the old and the new. Indeed, tHere are 
few ancient ruins that have been restored 
with more exquisite taste and symmetry. 
The furniture, the beautiful stained glass 
windows in the chapel, in which Prince Fred- 
erick lies buried, in fact, everything is in 
keeping and according to the testamentary 
directions of old Prince George he, too, ig to 
be intombed beside his parents in the chapel 
of Rhinestein.

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WHEAT DEMAND 1S POOR 


EARLY ADVANCE ON RAINS IN 
NORTHWEST NEARLY ALL LOST. 


Improved Crop Promise in Winter Belt 
a More Potent Price Factor than 
Probability of Decreased Acreage of 
Spring Wheat—Corn Weak on In- 

 ereased Sales to Arrive by the Coun- 
, try, Exports Smallest in Eight Years 
—Other Markets. 


Lack of cash demand and lack of outside 
speculative support made a weak wheat mar- 
ket finally, although 
rains in the North- 
west, where seeding 
has already been de- 
layed beyond the usual 
time, gave the market 
a strong start. Steadci- 
ness at Liverpoolalso 
contributed to the 
opening firmness. 
There was some local 
support, but continued 
selling of the deferred 
July Wheat Range. futures by the South- 
west, which, with scat- 
tered liquidation by tired out holders, and 
selling by the disappointed early buyers, re- 
eulkted in net losses of %c to \%c. There were 
edvances of %-léc at the outset, July reach- 
ing 75%-%c. It sold off Ic from the top and 
closed at 74%-Tic, a net loss of %c. The de- 
ferred futures were weaker, September going 
to a discount of full 2c and December closing 
under. 

While there were rains in the Red River 
Valley, giving rise to renewed claims of re- 
@uced spring wheat acreage, there were fur- 
ther heavy rains in Nebraska and Iowa, and 
showers in Kansas, which proved more po- 
tent influences in price making. An instance 
of the changed views of prospects in Kansas 
was the estimate of the State Millers’ asso- 
ciation, fixing the condition at 70, or 13 points 
above the government figures of May 1, and 
the probable yield at 63,000,000 bu. The Mod- 
ern Miller noted improved crop conditions 
and freer selling by winter wheat farmers. 
Bhipping demand was slow, even on the de- 
cline, only 25,000 bu taken here and 96,000 bu 
@t the seaboard From Duluth, however, 
came claims of sales of 400,000 bu. 

Receipts were small, only 89 cars North- 
west and 167,667 bu at primary points, com- 
pared with 303,618 bu a yearago. There was 
the fear, however, cf a larger movement, 
Wichita millers, it was reported, having 
25,000 bu offered them by farmers inone day. 

es were 401:565 bu, and for the week 
5,172,000 bu. Argentine exports were 624,000 
bu, compared with 776,000 bu a year ago. 
Liverpool futures were unchanged, shorts 
covering there over the four days of the 
Whiteuntide holiday.

No Strength to Corn. ~ 


Corn displayed no more strength than that 
involved in the making of a few sales at the 
opening at unchanged prices, in sympathy 
with the firmness in wheat. But the market 
began to sag at once and became still weaker 
when wheat lost its early strength, losing %c 
to lc. The greatest weakness was in May, 
which felt the poorer cash demand and the 
increased country sales toarrive. It dropped 
from .6l%c to 60%c. July sold from 62%c to 
61%c, and closed at 614% -%éc, a loss of \%-%Ke. 
September lost %c, December %-%c. The 
main. consideration was the continued evi- 
dence of a greater disposition on the part of 
lowa and Ilinois farmers to sell their re- 
serve stocks, in view of the present good crop 
prospects and the cessation in farm activ- 
ities after planting. Purchases in the coun- 
try probably aggregated 300,000 bu, the third 
day of improved business, and arrivais of 
200 cars a .day and over within a week were 
predicted. This expectation had more ef- 
fect than the current small receipts, 58 cars 
yesterday, and 60 estimated fortoday. Ship- 
ping sales of only 25,000 bu were reported. 
The small weekly clearances of 83,000 bu, 
the smallest since September, 1804, had a de- 
pressing influence. The market had no 
active speculative support, and had to stand 
not only the selling against country pur- 
chases, but short selling based on the ex- 
pected increase in receipts. Primary points 
had 178,675 bu, compared with 417,461 bu a 
year ago. Argentine shipments were heavy, 
bu. Liverpool futures were \4-%d 
ower. 


Oats the Firmest Grain. 


Oats were the only thing on the speculative 
list which showed any advance in closing 
prices from the previous day. They were, 
therefore, relatively strong without being 
particularly active. The strength came 
largely from the cash market, where sales 
of 110,000 bu were made. The receipts were 


small, only 109 cars. These made 123,000 


bu, while shipments exceeded them by 13,- 
000 bu, being 261,000 bu. Country offerings, 
while farger in corn, showed no disposition 
to increase in oats. The seaboard cleared 
16,200 bu. There was a good speculative in- 
quiry for the deferred futures, which at no 
time were freely offered. 

There was a slightly easier tone in the pro- 
Vision list, the effect of a more liberal run 
of hoge at Western packing points, where 
79,500 were reported, as against 54,100 the 
previous week and 67,000 a year ago. The 
local run was 27,000, with 19,000 estimated 
for today. Prices were ic lower early, but 
later this was recovered. The “ English 
crowd’”’ were on both sides of lard, which 
closed 5@7%4c lower. Pork also lost 
and was bought mainly by Schwartz and 
Wolff. Liverpool was 6d higher on bacon, 
, but 3d lower on lard. Ribs were only mod- 
erately traded in and lost 24.:@5c on the day. 
Shipments of both cured meats and lard 
were considerably under last year’s figures. 

There was a narrow market in rye, July 
selling at 56%c off to 5644c, which was bid 
at the close. September was nominally %c 
under. Two cars were received and 9 cars 
and 96,600 bu withdrawn. 

Barley remained about the same as it has 
recently been ruling, sales of malting being 
from 65c to 72c, mainly from 70@7l1c. Screen- 
ings were in slightly less demand, prices 
ranging from 50c for poor to 64c for good. 
Receipts were 15 cars.

we would hear less about the scarcity of 
stocks in Minneapolis. A great many people 
are buying July wheat because they expect 
a deal which will put the price up and make 
money for them, butd never saw a deal where 
everybody knew all about ft in advance.” 

The Modern Miller says: “* Moisture has 
been plentiful in the entire central region of 
the winter wheat territory. The rains were 
especially heavy and general in Texas and 
Kansas, where the drought was most pro- 
longed, and where the plant was damaged 
most or where its vitality was the poorest. 
Since May 1 the average condition of winter 
wheat undoubtedly hes improved greatly. 
Harvest commenced in the extreme 
southern:section of the winter wheat belt. 
Farmers’ deliveries of soft winter wheat 
have increased, but are well taken care of. 
The mills in the sections where wheat is 
practically exhausted are drawing liberally 
upon the States where supplies are to be had. 
Hard winter wheat is difficult to obtain. 
Farm reserves of winter wheat are unusually 
low for this season of the year.”’

Poet Laureate. This’ does not seem‘ to be 
conclusive reason, for*was not Tennyson 
poet laureate for many years before he re- 
Seived a tithe? But then, perhaps, the King 
wishes to emphasize the difference between 
the past and the present laureate, Dr. Co- 
nan Doyle is also tO be knighted, so every 
one says. He will receive the honor partly 
because of his distinction as a man of letters 
and partly because of his admirable pam- 
phiet on the war, not to speak of his earlier 
history. There will be no one who will be 
dissatisfied if Dr. Doyle becomes Sir Conan 
Doyle. In literature he is at least as emi- 
nent as was Sir Waiter Besant, while it is 
universally felt that his patriotic efforts in 
defense of England and Hngland’s soldiers 
Geserve recognition. Then there is more 
than a possibility that Mr. Anthony Hope 
Hawkine will be made a knight, after. which 
we shall have to call him Sir Anthony Hawk- 
ina,“ and not Sir Anthony Hope. This action 
would be a satisfactory recognition of Mr. 
Hope’s ability as a writer and his soundness 
as a Conservative. But I have my doubtsas . 
to the probability that he will be knighted. © 
He fiag-not, so far as is known, rendered any 
signal service to his country beyond that of 
adding to the list of her cleverest writers, 
and his selection for knighthood to the ex- 
clusion of some half dofen other writers 
would not strike thé latter as altogther juét. 
Personally I trust that he will receive the 
honor in question, but the government has 
always been somewhat niggardly in confer- 
ring honors upon literary men, and it is prob- 
able that Dr. Doyle and the Laureate will 
be the only literary knights who will be able 
to date from the coronation. 

It ie popularly believed that the head of 
the great publishing house of Harmsworths 
will receive either a baronetcy or a peerage. 
It is an open secret that he would have re- 
ceived either the one or the other during the 
late reign had it not been that the Queen was 
not pleased with an article on the German 
Emperor, the authorship of which was cred- 
ited to Mr. Harmsworth. Since Sir George 
Newnes was made a Baronet on the ground 
that he was at the head of a publishing 
house and. owned a monthly magazine, a 
daily paper, a weekly with an enormous cir- 
culation, and a number of other periodicals, 
it seems to have been taken for granted that 
the head of the Harmsworth house, which 
also owns a daily, a monthly, and a quantity 
of wéeklies, would be the next publisher to 
be honored. No one will find any fault with 
whatever honor may be conferred upon Mr. 
Harmsworth, but probably the man in the 
street will ask why a similar recognition is 
not extendéd to the Pearson house, which 
aiso has its daily, ites monthly, and a dogen 
or 60 weeklies. Mr, Arthur Pearson and Mr. 
Peter Keary, the founders of the great Pear- 
son house, certainly d @ as much recog- 
nition as does the founder of Harmsworths, 
and Sir Arthur Pearson and Sir Peter Keary 
would sound quite as well as does Sir George 
Newries or Sir Alfred Harmsworth. ; 

There is no doubt that Mr. Murray really 
has a manuscript novel by John Milton, en- 
titled “‘ Nova Solyma; or, Jerusalem Re- 
gained.” Nothing is as yet. known of its 
character, though it is probably an allegor- 
ical. work. It is written, #0 we are told, part~ 
iy in prose and partly In verse, and, however 
bad the verse may prove to be, it will at least 
be Milton's, and, therefore, worthy of 
preservation. , Itis to be hoped that the novel 
will prove to be rather more lively than 
“ Paradise Regained,”” which, with all its 
merits, has never been. mistaken for an’

Possibly the discovery at this late date 
of a hitherto unknown work by Milton will 
be followed by other literary finds: Already 
gomme one professes to have discovered a gen- 
uine poem by Mr. Alfred. Austin, and we may 
yet be presented with the manuscript of a 
comic story by Dr. Watts.

In short, our 
project was much similar to the scores of 
bureaus of literary advice which are now 
established in different parts of the coun- , 
try, some of which may perhaps ‘be of real 
aid to young and aspiring writers.. I remem- 
ber that once we sold a manuscript for a 
young lady—it was, moreover, a poem—and 
secured for it what seemed to us a princely 
gum, the price of $20. We felt proud over 
this feat, and indeed it was one which might 
not be easily duplicated today by any lit- 
erary bureau, for it was a bad poem, and 


Mr.’ J. C. Harver has written a book in 
defense of Tiberius. It is all very well asa 
presentation of the case in behalf of the 
Emperor, although it might have been more 
effective if the writer had been 4 little less 
determined to see. nothing that was not 
noble and humane in his hero. But what 
need was there for such a book? Twenty or 
more years ago Professor Beeslgy wrote in 
the Fortnightly Review two papers in which 
he examined the verdict pronounced by: his- 


it. He tore the eacousations made against 
Tiberius by Suetonius and Tacitus to frag- 
ments and utterly disproved every accu- 
sation made against Tiberius except that 
of the alleged debauchery of his latter years. 
That sort of accusation is not susceptible of 
disproof. Probably it was entirely ubtrue, 
for it is at variance with the whole tenor of 
Tiberius’ life up to the age of more than 60 
years; but while the accusation caneasily be 
made i isin the nature of things impossible 
to prove conclusively that it Was false. 
However that may be, Professor Beesly did 
precisely what Mr. Harver has essayed to 
-do, and in the minds of those who have réad 
Professor Beesly’s paper there was no need 
that anything more should be gald on the 
subject. Had Mr. Harver been the first to 
write in defense of Tiberius his book would 
have been an important foot note to himery. 
There is no need to complain of the way in 
which he has done his work, but the question 
remains, Was it worth doing? 


$20. We looked longingly at the $20 our- 
selves, but, nevertheless, honestly returned 
it to its proper owner, the author of the 
poem, who, I regret to say, was led quite 
astray by her sudden and unexpected literary 
success, 


‘Two things led to the early abandonment of 
the American Literary bureau. Its founders 
discovered that they could not endure the 
breaking of so many hearts; and In the sec- 
ond place they had’ the saving honesty to re- 
flect in time that perhaps, after all, they were 
not fit for the breaking of hearts in this par- 
ticular way. 

It was simply pitiful, the nature of the re-. 
plies which came in from so many of the re- 
cipients of our prospectus. No guess, no im- 
aginings, no caricature could by any posei- 
bility parallel the urispeakabie, the grotesque | 
impossibility of the literary product which 
we uncovered, or the absolute hopelessness 
of the poor people who produced it. A woman 
in some far away village in Arkansas, 
reached perhaps never in her life by anything 
more nearly approaching literature than 
some Fireside Messenger or other, which 
cost perhaps 50 cents a year, would show the 
kindling of the literary spark in the form of 
@ manuscript for which the word horrible 
would by no means serve to express half 
the horriblenéss. Mostly it was about the 
loves of Sir Wilfrid and the Lady Marian. 
And never, under any circumstances, did the 
} writer fail to inform us that she was a moth- 
er of eight children, one of them a babe in 
arms, that she had to do her owm washing, 
and that, her husband being a hardworking 
man, but one not fully appreciated by his em- 
ployers, she took this Means of adding to her 
‘{ncome by her Pen. We never saw “ pen ’’ 
written In any way but upper case, thus: 
Pen. School girls wrote us, the mute inglori- 
ous historical novelists of that day, as yet 
undiscovered. School beys wrote to us, and 
old, doddering, crack-brained persons of 
both sexes. They all wished to add to their 
income by Means of the Pen. Some of them 
frankly avowed a willingness or even an in- 
tention of making their living altogether by 
Means of the Pen, All Arkansas and all In- 
diana wrote to us. 


Sir Walter Besant, In his autoblography, 

expresses a rather poor opinion of collabora-. 
tion in the writing of novels.. Probably he 
thought that the books written by him after 
the death of Rice were, if dnything, better 
than those written in collaboration with his 
literary partner. But that is nly not 
the opinion of most people. I could always 
read Sir Walter's novels with pleasure, but 
I never liked any of the later ones so much 
as I liked “‘Ready Money Mortiboy”’ and 
“All Sorts and Conditions of Men.” The 
former. was avowedly the joint work of 
Besant and Rice, and the latter is known to 
have owed much of its merit to Rice. If 
Sir Walter ever wrote books that were bet- 
ter than these, then he was justified in think- 
ing poorly of the results of collaboration If 
not, then it is rather unfortunate that he 
wrote as he did in his autobiography of col- 
faboration. 

We are to have a new edition of “ Fes- 
revised by its vetterablé alithor, who 
must now be not far from 85 years 
ofage. “ Festus "’ ts one of the poems which 
We admire passionately when we are, under 
25. and mever open after we are 40. What 
is it in certain books that appeals so forcibly 
to youth and to youth only? Itisnot merely 
adventure, for there is no adventure in “ Fes 
tus.” It is not merely mysticism, for the 
merely mystical book is seldom opened by 
a young man. Perhaps it is the hostility 
to the things which the young man has been 
taught to Dellieve. Festus’ was in its day 
regarded as a protest against current ortho- 
doxy, and the yousg men who read it felt 
they were doing rather a bold thing. But as 
to “ Festus,” there is. one thing certain. 
There is genuine poetry in the book, and 
the fact that it has lived so long makes it 
tolerably certain that it is a book which will 
live as long as the language. 

Miss Johnston’s “Audrey” is having a 
large sale. It has hit the popular taste 
here, and has moreover, pleased the critics 
without exception. No American novel since 
“David Hafum”™ has achieved such a de- 

.eided popularity here as has Audrey.’ and 
it is a pleasure to know that the book de- 
serves it. 

Cassell's Magazine now appears with the 
name of Mr. Max Pemberton on fhe cover 
as its editor. This is a new departure, for, 
although Mr. Pemberton has edited the 
magazine for somte time and is responsible 
for. the changes which have latterly made it 
one of the best of the six-penny monthiles, 
ita hag never. before published the name of 
its editor. Mr. Pemberton is well known as 
a clever and popular novelist, and his “ Iron 
Pirate,” to mention only one of his books, 
ie one of the best and most ingenious stories 
of adventure.that has been published in a 
long while.* 


We undertook, in the vaunting self-confi- 
dence of our own youth, to advise, counsel, 
and inetruct these divers individuals after 
the fashion which seemed needful in each 
ease. For those who in return gave us scorn 
and contumeély for our advice we had 
haughty indifference, though we always sent 
their money back to them. Butfor the meek 
ones, the widows with eight children who 
needed so much to make something more by 
Means of the Pen—what was to be done with 
them? Obviously nothing, except to send 
them their money back also, and to counsel 
them well and wisely as we knew how out of 
our ignorance; for after all, we did not mean 
to be dishonest, and we were good-hearted as 
most youths are who have not lived too long 
in thé big city. 

We could not break so many hearts by 
suggesting a preliminary course in a gram- 
mar school. It is hard to say to a woman 50 
years of age, who wants to write about Sir. 
Wilfrid and the Lady Marian: .“ Madam, 
pray you, first go to school @ while before 
you seek to earn your living by your Pen.” 
It sounds so personal, so impolite. We were 
not adequate to this. So far as I remember, 
we kept no money which came in by reason 
of that fell prospectus. Moreover, one day 

my partner came to me and said: “ Did it 
ever occur to you that maybe we are not fit 
to play In this sort of a game?” 

‘It had never occurred to me at the time, but 
we thought it over together, Then we sent 
out notices. which fead to. the effect that, 
owing to other occupations of greater conse-.

Who would quarrel with this? “ That coun- 
try is the richest which nourishes the great- 
est number of noble and happy human be- 
ings.”

With the. pleasant weather on. us, the ap- 
pearance of Mary .Rogers Miller’s “‘ The 
Brook Book ”’ (Doubleday, Page & Co.) forms 
a charming addition to the stock of nature 
lore the American public is accumulating. 
Mrs. Miller, who is a lecturer on nature 
study at Cornell University, has written this 


book as “a first acquaintance with the brook 


and its inhabitants through the changing 
year.” A’ brook is one of the most living 
and companionable .features of the. wild 
landscape; and few people, even the most 
ardent nature lovers, realize what an end- 
lessly interesting study its changes and its 
throbbing life afford. The author, ina pleas- 
antly. discoursive way, follows a typical 
stream through the year; the activity and 
bustie of its. waterg and their inhabitants 
in. the spring; the gradual warming of the 
water and awakening of the swarm of insect 
life: the hot days of summer, when thie fish 
go into deep holes for coolness; the coming 
of winter and the ice-covering, which sheets 
the edges of the stream and glasses the 
rocks. The subject is made really fascinat- 
ing and the. book is one which should make 
part of every summer outfit. Not only will 
it furnish delightful instruction for the chil- 
dren but {it will interest the elders as well. 
There are many: line drawings and several 
beautiful half tone pictures. 
“The Sacred. Beetle” by. John Ward, F. 
S. A.. (Charlies Scribner’s Sons), is a popu- 
lar treatise on Egyptian scarabs in art and 
history. Mr. Ward, who is already known 
by his works, “Greek Coins” and “Pyra- 
mids and Progress” is a learned Egyptolo- 
gist and has made an exhaustive study of. 
the favorite seal design ‘of-that ancient peo- 
ple. It may seem to-many that this is;a 
somewhat trifling subject for a book, but 
Dr. Flinders Petrie has said that “ the dis- 
tinction of the styles of scarabs is as much 
a special subject as the discrimination of 
the manner Of painters, and as invisible to 
those who are-unfamiliar. with the study.”’ 
Mr. Ward's book proves this to’ be so, and 
it is a revelation ofthe part which scarabs 
have played in the history and art of Egypt.

Turquan begins his history of Mme. 
Récamier with her marriage at 15 years of 
age in the midst of the terrors of the revolu- 
tion and the deminance of Marat to 
Récamier, the Paris banker.

E/very*one has read 
of the beauty of Mme. Récamier, few of the 
excessive ugliness of her hands. “ Quites 
contrast to her extraordinary beauty of 
face,” writes Turquan, “were her hands, 
with big fingers, and flat finger nails, square 
at the ends.
